Jury's Only Task Is to 
Decide Whether They 
- Die in Gas Chamber 
for Kidnaping, Kill- 
} ing Boy.

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 14—Trial 
of Carl Austin Hall and Mrs. 
Bonnie Brown Heady for the kid- 
haping of young Bobby Green- 
lease will open in federal court 
here Monday. 

The trial will be unusual since 
the jury will decide, not the guilt 
or innocence of the defendants, 
but only whether they are to 
die in Missouri's gas chamber. 

Hall and Mrs. Heady pleaded 
guilty at their arraignment Nov. 
3, The Greenlease boy, son of 
a millionaire automobile distrib- 
utor here, was kidnaped Sept. 28, 
taken to Kansas and shot to 
death the same day. His body 


was found Oct. 7 in a grave at 
St. Joseph, Mo., following his 
abductors’ arrest in St. Louis. 
Selection of a jury from a 
panel of 125 western Missouri 
residents is expected to occupy 
most of Monday’s session before 
United States District Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves. Twelve jurors 
and two alternates will be chos- 


en. 
May Take Week. 

United States Attorney Ed- 
ward L. Scheufler, who will 
handle the Government's case 
with the aid of several assistants, 


estimated the trial will last “sev- | 


eral days to a week.” 

Although more than 200 per- 
sons are available as witnesses, 
the Government probably will 
call no more than 50 in an at- 
tempt to convince the jury the 
kidnapers should pay the maxi- 
mum penalty. 

Among the prosecution wit- 
nesses will be Mr. and Mrs. Ro- 
bert C. Greenlease, parerits of 
the victim; a nun from the Notre 
Dame de Sion Institute, a pri- 
vate school from which the boy 
was lured by Mrs. Heady; the 
woman who sold Hall the spade 
With which he dug the grave 
for the child in Mrs. Heady’s 
yard at St. Joseph, and the flor- 
ist who sold him potted plants 
with which to disguise the grave. 

It is also expected that the 
Government will introduce the 
confessions of the defendants. 
Hall’s runs to 30 typewritten, 
doubled spaced pages. Mrs. 
Heady’s takes 20 pages. 

if the jury does not recom- 
mend death, fixing of punish- 
ment will be left to Judge 
Reeves, who could impose only 
a prison term—for any number 
of vears or for life. 

Under provisions of the fed- 
eral kidnaping statute, popu- 
larly known as the Lindbergh 
Law, the death penalty can be 
given only upon a recommenda- 
tian by a jury. 

Ordinarily the function of a 
jury in a federal case is merely 
to determine the guilt or inno- 
cence of the defendant, but the 

rocedure of asking a jury for 
ts recommendation on punish- 
ment in a kidnaping case, after 
a guilty plea is entered, was 
éstablished 15 years ago. 

A Stmilar Trial. 

In the only other trial similar 
to the Greenlease case, John 
Henry Seadlund pleaded guilty 
in Chicago in 1938 to kidnaping. 
A jury was impaneled and 
recommended death. Seadlund 
appealed on the ground such 
procedure was illegal, but his 
appeal was denied and he was 
electrocuted. - * 

Defense attorneys have not 
disclosed their plans for the 
trial, although Hall's court- 
appointed lawyer, Roy K. Diet- 
rich, satd he will introduce wit- 
nesses in his client’s behalf,

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Railroads Reject Donnelly Plea 
To Extend Rate Cut on Hay 


Governor Promptly Renews Request for 30- 
Day Extension, Urging Carriers 
to Reconsider. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 14 
(AP)—Western railroads turned 
down today Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly’s request for a 30-day ex- 
tension on reduced hay freight 
rates. 

The Governor promptly re- 
newed his request, urging the 
roads to reconsider their de- 
cision. 

H. C. Barron of the Western 
Traffic Association, Chicago, in- 
formed the Governor in a tele- 
gram that the railroads “feel 
they cannot consistently extend” 
the reduced rates beyond the 
present expiration date—12:01 
a.m. Monday, Nov. 16. 

Donnelly immediately wired 
Barron again, pointing out that 
“although the reduced rates 
went into effect on Oct. 17, the 
Missouri hay program did not 
get into actual operation until 
about the first of November and 
is only now getting into full op- 
eration.” 

Thus the 50 per cent cut in 
hay shipping costs has been 
helpful in Missouri only about 
two weeks. 

“In addition,” Donnelly wired, 
“this benefit has been very lim- 
ited because it has taken time 
to locate and buy hay. It is only 
just now beginning to move in 
important quantities.” 

The Governor explained that 
the entire drouth emergency 


program, With the state paying 
half the hay shipping costs and 
the railroads contributing the 
other half in 85 counties, was 
designed primarily to protect 
Missouri’s agriculture. 

Also, he said, it will “help to 
stabilize and prevent damage to 
the entire economy of Mis- 
souri.” 

If the rates are not extended, 
the state would have to pay the 
entire freight from the $6,506,- 
000 emergency appropriation 
made by a special session of the 
Legislature last month. 

The Governor told reporters 
he did not plan to meet with 
Agriculture Secretary Benson 
when he inspects a section of 
northern Missouri Monday. 

Donnelly said L. C. Carpen- 


ter, state agriculture commis- 
sioner, probably would meet 
Benson. 


The Governor and Benson 
have been at odds over whether 
29 remaining northern counties 
should be classed as drouth dis- 
aster areas. Donnelly also has 
asked the Federal Government 
to release a million dollars in 
drouth aid with no strings at- 
tached. 

So far the Governor has re- 
jected the money on the ground 
the federal eonditions are in- 
compatible with the state’s hay 
shipping program. 


HALF A WEEK 
OR MORE OF WARM 
WEATHER LIKELY 


Half a week of wonderful 
warm weather was in prospect 


today, and the Weather Bu- 
reau’s watchword was “Enjoy 
yourself.” 


Fair skies and warm days in 
the middle 70s were predicted 
for the period by Assistant Me- 
teorologist A. A. Rausch, with 
nights in the 40s. “It might 
even last longer,” he added as 
a happy afterthought.

1.5. GRAND JURY 
TO PRESS LABOR 
RACKET INQUIRY 


Will Not Wait for Assist- 


ance From Depart- 
ment of Justice, Fore- 
man Says. 


The federal grand jury im- 
paneled last July, stalled for 
three months in its inquiry into 
labor racketeering, will go ahead 
with its work without waiting 
for assistance from the Depart- 
ment of Justice, Elmer C. Car- 
lisle, foreman, told the Post- 
Dispatch last night. 


He said members of the grand 
jury plan to proceed with their 
own investigations “until the 
United States Attorney catches 
up with us or gets some addi- 
tional help.” Both this jury and 
a carryover grand jury, as well 
as Chief United States District 
Judge George H. Moore, have 
appealed without success to 
United States Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell Jr. for addi- 
tional help in the juries’ work. 


Hijacking Case First. 


The July grand jury plans to 
take up first a 
liquor hijacking case. Thefts 
from interstate commerce were 
among the matters included in 
Judge Moore’s renewed charge 
to the jury, in addition to labor 
racketeering. 

“We have an ambitious group, 
willing to go ahead with the 
work we have been instructed 
to do by Judge Moore,” Carlisle 
said. “The judge charged us 
with performing our duty, and 
we are going to try to do it. 
He told us to proceed on our 
own investigation and _ that's 
what we're going to do. We 
want to get something moving, 
because we've been doing noth- 
ing since August. ; 

“We're handicapped at present 
by the lack of an adequate staff 
in the United States Attorney’s 
office here to handle the work 
that has to be done. If we are 
willing to give up our time to 
go into the matters Judge 
Moore has outlined, we feel the 
Department of Justice ought to 
be able to give us the necessary 
help.” 

Carlisle emphasized that 
members of the grand jury have 
no quarrel with United States 
Attorney Harry Richards. 
said they consider Richards a 
“fine man,” and feel he has 


been working with the jury as 
Continued on Page 4, Column 1. 


New Book Is Based on Hoax, 
Author Quentin Reynolds Learns 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
Writer Quentin Reynolds said 
today his story of “the Cana- 
dian who wouldn’t talk” despite 
Nazi tortures evidently was based 
on “a fantastic hoax,” although 
he wrote it believing it was true. 

Reynolds's statement came 
after a Canadian newspaper, the 
Calgary Herald, quoted the sup- 
posed hero-spy, George Dupre, 
as admitting the story was pure 
fiction. 

The story was published by 
Random House three weeks ago 
under the title “The Man Who 
Wouldn’t Talk” and also ap- 


peared in the November seus 


of Reader’s Digest. 

“I might add that I am be- 
wildered as to what motive ac- 
tuated Dupre in presenting this 
skillful fabrication,” Reynolds 
said, adding: “I am shocked and 
saddened.” 

Dupre’s story was that as a 
member of. British intelligence 
in World War II he had been 
captured by the Nazis, but had 


refused to disclose any spy 
secrets despite extreme Gestapo 
tortures. 

The Calgary Herald account 
said Dupre admitted the story 
was false “when it became evi- 
dent that he knew nothing of 
intelligence work and that doc- 
umentary evidence was at hand 
to show that he had been in 
Canada when, 
Reader’s Digest, 
France.” 

Dupre was quoted as saying 
he didn’t know why he had al- 
lowed the story to go so far, 
except that it had “grown” 
ae he . started telling it in 

Reynolds emphasized that 
Dupre seemed to have no desire 
to get money for his story, and 
was surprised when told he 
would get part of the returns. 

Reynolds, who is noted for

Eisenhower Tells Parlia- 
ment Nations Must 
Be Geared to Russia’s 
Ability to A-Bomb 
North America. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 14 (AP) 
— President Eisenhower called 
in a speech to Canada’s Parlia- 
ment today for urgent building 
of United States-Canadian de- 
fenses against the threat of 
atomic attack by Russia. 

Later the President and Ca- 
nadian Prime Minister Louis St. 
Laurent announced in a com- 
munique “complete agreement 
on the vital importance of ef- 
fective methods for joint de- 


fense, especially in the light of 
evidence of increasing technical 
capability of direct attack on 
both countries by weapons of 
great destructive power.” 

In his address to Parliament, 
Eisenhower spoke of Russia as 
arrogant and declared “now is 
the time for action on agreed 
measures” planned by the 
United States and Canada to 
protect the continent. He did 
not specify the measures. 

Eisenhower said Canadian- 
American defense plans now 
must be geared to recognition of 
“Soviet ability to employ atomic 
attack on North America.” 

He touched off desk-thumping 
approval by members of the 
House of Commons and the Sen- 
ate in saying the United States 
and Canada can protect their 
people against surprise air 
attacks. 

Joint Statement Issued. 

The communique issued by 
Eisenhower and St. Laurent said 
that during their private talks: 

“Views were excnange on re- 
cent developments in the world 
situation and on measures which 
might bring about a relaxation 
of current international tensions. 

“It was agreed that all efforts 
for peace and improved world 
conditions being made by the 
United Nations or elsewhere 
should be supported, and the 
necessity of maintaining the 
strength, unity and determina- 
tion on the free world to resist 
aggression was fully recognized.” 


The communique also said the 
President and the Prime- Min- 
ister, in discussing means of 
strengthening free world secur- 
ity, emphasized “the importance 
of collective arrangements un- 
der the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, including the spe- 
cial responsibility of the United 
States and Canada for building 
up the defenses of this conti- 
nent.” 

Eisenhower and St. Laurent 
“agreed on the importance to

“And we shall achieve the de- 
fense of our continent without 
whittling our pledges to western 
Europe or forgetting our friends 
in the Pacific.” 

Climaxing a two-day good 
neighbor visit to-this capital of 
Canada, Eisenhower went be- 
fore Parliament after reviewing 
an honor guard and getting a 
21-gun salute on his arrival at 
the House of Commons from 
Rideau Hall, where he and Mrs. 
Eisenhower spent the night as 
guests of Governor General Vin- 


cent Massey. 


Attends Husband’s Talk. 

This was Mrs. Eisenhower's 
fifty-seventh birthday and she 
watched from the gallery as the 
President spoke. . Wearing a 
small white hat, white gloves 
and a fur cape over a black 
dress, Mrs. Eisenhower sat be- 
tween Mrs. Louis St, Laurent, 
wife of Canada’s Prime Minis- 
ter, and Mrs. Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr., wife of the chief 
United States delegate to the 
United Nations.

Broadcast Monday, 
Hoover May Be Called 
to Testify.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—Senate Republican leaders 
opened the way today to call 
FBI -Director J. Edgar Hoover 
for testimony on any contention 
by former President Truman 
that he kept Harry Dexter White 
in the Government as a decoy 
for surveillance of Communist 
spy suspects. 

Truman will go on the air 
Monday night to “tell all the 
facts” of the sensational ‘case. 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. has accused Tru- 
man of promoting White to high 
office in the face of FBI reports 
which, Brownell said, showed 
White to be a Soviet spy. 


In advance of Truman’s 
speech, some Democratic sup- 
porters of Truman. have passed 
the word that the President kept 
White in the Government to see 
if the FBI could catch him, and 
possibly others, in an act of 
espionage. Other sources have 
said that FBI Chief Hoover en- 
tered into no such arrangement 
and knew nothing of it. 


Truman’s Memory ‘Hazy.’ 


In New York today Truman 
said it was a “possibility” that 
he permitted the White promo- 
tion—from Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury to United States 
director on .the International 
Monetary Fund—to go through 
under: an arrangement with the 
FBI. He said, however, his mem- 
ory was hazy and he would have 
to look it up. 

Senator William F. Knowland 
of California, the Republican 
leader, said he regards as a 
“white herring, or possibly a red 
one,” any such explanation by 
Truman. 

Knowland said he had “grave 
doubts” that Hoover ever recom- 
mended any such procedure, 
adding: 

“Hoover probably could clari- 
fy the point and apyone who can 
throw any light on this subject 
should have the opportunity of 
throwing light.” 

Senator Homer Ferguson of 
Michigan, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Republican policy commit- 
tee, said that if Truman “gives 
as his version of the case that 
White was used as a decoy, then 
Hoover should be called.” 

“It is inconceivable to me that 
any such deal ever was made,” 
Ferguson declared. 

Walter Demanding Testimony. 


Representative Francis Walter 
of Pennsylvania, top Democrat 
on the -House Un-American ac- 
tivities committee, previously 
had demanded that the FBI 
chief be called to tell all he 
knows about the White case. 

Such an appearance by Hoo- 
ver would be extraordinary since 
the FBI director rarely has tes- 
tified in public sessions of con- 
gressional committees. In one 
appearance, in 1947, Hoover tes- 
tified that the Communist party 
in this country was far better 
organized at that time than were 
Nazi fifth columns in Europe 
prior to World War II. :

WASHINGTON, Nov, 14—As- 


isociate Supreme Court Justice 


Tom C, Clark is expected by 
close associates of former Presi- 
dent Truman to provide the Mis- 
sourian with a sensational de- 
nouement to the celebrated Har- 
ry Dexter White “spy” case when 
Truman makes his broadcast to 
the nation Monday. 


The former Attorney General 
is said to- hold the master key 
to the central puzzle still un- 
solved after a week of frenzied 
legislative, executive and politi- 
cal maneuvers. The question is: 

Why did Truman retain White 
as United States executive direc- 
tor of the international Mone- 
tary fund in the face of a spe- 
cia] Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation report linking him to 
Communist intrigue? 


Supplementing this question 
was its twin: Is it true that 
White was retained on the fund 
so security agents could keep 
him under surveillance for his 
contacts with the suspected es- 
pionage ring? 

Conflicting Reports. 

A deluge of conflicting reports 
on this question spread through 
the nation’s capital today. “High” 
but unidentified authorities were 
quoted as saying that Director 
J. Edgar Hoover of the F.B.I. at 
no time approved of any plan 
to. keep White in office for sur- 
veillance, and on the contrary 
vigorously opposed his appoint- 
ment to the monetary fund post. 
But. Truman adherents, includ- 
ing Representative Francis E. 
Walter (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
ranking Democratic member of 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, insisted the sur- 
veillance story was true. 

Amidst this welter of report 
and denial, 
was given this account of the 


situation by an intimate friend | 


of former President Truman. 
Reported Clark Version. 
This account, if true, upholds 
the surveillance version without 
taking head-on issue with Hoo- 
ver’s reported denials: 

‘1. That Justice Clark is pre- 
pared to say either in a direct 
statement or in a memoran- 
dum furnished Truman for his 
broadcast, that he did get a 
special FBI report on White

$99 132 Conference Fund Saving 
To Be Paid Back to U.S. Treasury 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (UP) 
—Congress is about to make a 
gift of $99,172 to the United 
States Treasury. 

The amount represents sav- 
ings by Senators and Represen- 
tatives who comprised the 
United States group which 
played host last month to the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union. 

Senator Homer Ferguson

: Progress toward formulation 
of home-rile charters intended 


yesterday in three St. Louis 
county municipalities. 

In Ferguson the first draft of 
a charter that provides for a 


city manager form of govern- 
ment has been completed, and 
the first of two public hearings 
was announced for Thursday at 
8 p.m, at the-City Hall, 110 
Church street. 

In Webster Groves a charter 
commission ‘reported it has 
nearly completed writing a simi- 
lar “manager” form of govern- 
ment for that community and is 
tentatively planning to recom- 
mend an election next March on 
adoption of the plan. 

Census Ordinance. 

A census ordinance that has 
been prepared for presentation 
at a meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen of Berkeley tomorrow 
night is expected to clear the 


way for that city to make a |: 


home rule effort. 

Of the three, Ferguson is 
closest to actual realization of 
a charter spelling out its local 
government and removing it 
from the prescription of: gov- 
ernmental form and other re- 
strictions laid down by the state 
constitution and state statutes. 
All present Ferguson officials 
have been invited to Thursday’s 
hearing to offer their sugges- 
tions concerning the charter 
proposal. A second hearing is 
to be held Dec. 3 for the gen- 
eral public. 

An election on the Ferguson 
charter has been set tentatively 
for next Feb. 2, said Norman C. 
Parker, chairman of’a 13-mem- 
ber Board of Freeholders that 
wrote ‘the plan. Parker said 
after the hearing, changes may 
be made in the present charter 
draft before it is submitted to 
the voters. 

Webster Groves is pressing 
hard on Ferguson’s heels in 


son F. Adams, chairman of a 
board similar to that headed by 
Parker, said his group has set 
the week of Dec. 7 ag its goal 
for holding public hearings. 
Definite dates have not been 
selected, pending fial ‘approval 
by the co n of the first 
charter draft. All but one sec- 
tion now is in the hands of the 
Committee on Phraseology and 


‘commission. 
Unlike Ferguson and Webster, 


Theodore C. Streibert, direc- 
tor of the new United States 
Information Agency, said here 
last night the much-belabored 
Voice of America now concen- 
trates on “factual news” in 
bfoadcasts to the Soviet Union, 
striving to sow doubt in the 
minds of the Communist elite. 

Streibert, speaking at a ban- 
quet concluding the _ thirty- 
fourth annual convention of 
Sigma Delta Chi at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, said the technique is 
based on a realistic appraisal 
of the Russian audience. 

That means recognizing, he 
told the journalistic fraternity, 
that very few of the Russian 
people, as distinguished from 
their leaders, have access to the 
American broadcasts. 

“Most of the audience,” he 
explained, “are either the Com- 
munist elite, or professional and 
technical people. There is no 
sense in giving hard-core Com- 
munists invective and polemics. 
They want, primarily, to know 
what is going on in the outside 
world, They know the Kremlin 
version is distorted. 

“By reaching them with re- 
liable factual news, we can 
spread a deposit of doubt in 
their minds, a doubt which will 
grow to the extent that they 
hear the true facts, factually 
stated, again and again.” 


Streibert, former board chair- 
man of Mutual Broadcasting 
System, stressed that policies of 
his new agency, carrying out a 
directive from President Eisen- 
hower, very definitely will not 
be “soft” on the Communist is- 
sue but will hit harder and more 
effectively. 

The government’s overseas in- 
formation program, target of re- 
current criticism, was reorgan- 
ized last July and divorced from 
State Department control. Strei- 
bert, 54 years old, was an Amer- 
ican radio consultant in Ger- 
many when Eisenhower picked 
him to direct.the independent 
agency. 

“Telling the facts isn’t ‘soft’,” 
he declared last night after say-

ing that past techniques had 
been weighed and found want- 
ing. “We have got to get across 
a message that will be convinc- 
ing and credible. 


“Facts and comments associ- 
ated with facts are more com- 
pelling than accusations or asser- 
tions, as you gentlemen well 
know. For example, instead of 
calling somebody a liar, we'll 
tell the facts that will lead our 
audience to the conclusion that 
he is «a liar.” 

Streibert devoted much of his 
address to explaining how his 
agency will attempt to tailor its 
program to suit various coun- 
tries, seeking to “do a better job 
of talking their language.” 

He said the situation in Soviet 
satellite nations and in Red 
China differs from that in Russia 
proper, while in the free world 
the problems to be dealt with 
are so varied that “it is not 
possible to generalize”: at all. 
Continuing, he said: 

“We have a much larger au- 
dience among the people of the 
satellite countries, and those peo- 
ple are firmly opposed to their 
Communists governments. As 
long as they are held captive 
against their will, they will need 
and respond to what you might 
call a more emotional ap- 
proach... 

“Our broadcasts to this area 
can show up the enormity of the 
frauds being perpetrated by their 
puppet governments at the beck 
and call of the Kremlin.” 

In non-Communist nations 
where Red propaganda must be 
countered, Streibert said, his 
field officers disseminate full 
texts of American policy state- 
ments. More than 4,000,000 
copies of a recent Eisenhower 
speech were distributed, in . 23 
languages. 

Concluding, Streibert warned 
that such great and noble ab- 
stractions as freedom, justice 
and democracy have been so 
twisted by Communists that the 
true meaning,is net understood 
in many’ regions. °

The President was introduced 
by Prime Minister St. Laurent, 
who said he wanted Eisenhower 
to know “we are grateful for 
the leadership your nation is 
providing in the common effort 
of free met. and women to make 
our world a safer and better 
place for future generations.” 

In addition to continental de- 
fense and Russia's ability to 
launch an atomic attack on North 
America, the President spoke of 
a need for expansion of interna- 

- tional trade and for construction 
‘of the St. Lawrence Seaway. 
‘esHe got his most prolonged ap- 
plause when he said: 

“The free world must come to 
realize that trade barriers, al- 
though intended to protect a 
country’s economy, often in fact 
Shackle its prosperity. In the 
Ainited States, there is a grow- 
‘tig recognition that free nations 


cannot expand their productiv- 
ity and economy without a high 
level of international trade.” 

Canada has been hoping for 
liberalization of United States 
trade policies. 


As for the St. La Sea- 
way project, which would open 
the Great Lakes to ocean traf- 


fic, the President called its con- 
struction “vital to our economic 
and national security.” 


Debate over the proposal has 
been going on in the United 
States Congress for years. Can- 
ada has announced its intention 
of building the seaway alone if 
the United States does not join 
up soon. 


Hopes for Approval. 
“The ways and ans for as- 
suring American tion in 
this great project will, I hope, 
be authorized and approved 
during this coming session of 
the Congress,” Eisenhower said 
to applause. 

Eisenhower's speech was tele- 
vised by the Canadian Broad- 
casting Co. — the first “live” 
telecast from the House of Com- 
mons—and fed to the National 
Broadcasting Co. in the United 
States through Buffalo, N.Y. 
The address also was carried 
on radio networks in the United 
States and Canada. 

In dealing with the interna- 
tional situation, Eisenhower said 
“the basic threat of Communist 
purpose still exists,” and added: 

“Indeed, the latest Soviet 
communication to the Western 
world is truculent, if not arro- 
gant, in tone. Our security plans 
myst now take into account 
Soviet ability to employ atomic 
attack on Nofth America as well 
as on countries, friendly to us, 
lying closer to the U.8S.S.R.

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US Air Force Favors Arctic Defense 
Plan to Give 90 to 180 Minutes’ Warning 


Gradual Extension North- 
ward of Radar Spotting 
and Interceptor System 
Believed to Represent 
Progress, Not Bankruptcy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. 

HE hue and cry raised about the 

radar fence across Northern Can- 

ada and complete air defense for 
the United States has died down tem- 
porarily. The supporters of the plan 
contended that a six-hour warning 
could be provided against Soviet air 
raids for a mere $20,000,000,000. 

Six-hour warning would mean that 
‘American radar could see airplanes 
taking off from the farthest north 
Soviet territories of Franz Joseph Land 
and Northland if the Soviet bombers 
had a speed of 500 miles per hour. If 
the speed were half as great, the nec- 
essary Warning would have to come 
from somewhere around the North 
Pole. 

Current claims are more modest. Dr. 
Lloyd V. Berkner, director of Associated 
Universities, Inc., and one of the members 
of the summer study group, an offshoot 
of the Lincoln Air Defense Laboratory, 
now says that a six-hour warning system 
can be had for $370,000,000. 

Dr. Berkner’s ‘latest idea seems to be 
based on a fleet of 35 radar-equipped 
planes which will cover the frozen wastes 
of the Arctic between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. Dr. Berkner claims 
that defense estimates in billions of dollars 


were based on extending the present “‘ob- 
solete system.” 


Killian-Hill Proposals. 


In contrast to Dr. Berkner’s revised 
elaim is an article in the current issue of 
the Atlantic Monthly by President James 
R. Killian Jr. of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and Dr. A. G. Hill, director 
of the Lincoln Air Defense Laboratory of 
M.LT. They write: . 


“Only the concept of an effective 
overall air defense system is meaning- 
ful when we consider capital and 
operating costs, and we should not be 
misled by charges that an adequate 
warning system would cost 20 billion 
dollars or some other figure that could 
only impoverish other arms of the 
military services.” 

They point out that “100 atomic 
bombs dropped on selected targets in 
North America could kill or injure 
not just hundreds or thousands, but 
millions of people. A grim calculation 
of informed experts can forecast the 
number of millions of casualties. This 
calculation leads to the conclusion 
that America might not survive this 
kind of attack even though we were in 
the meantime to destroy our enemy.” 


“The brutal conclusion,” they add, 
“is inescapable, however, that an ade- 
quate program for continental defense 
will be costly to the nation and will 
require sacrifices.” 


Drs. Killian and Hill point out that the 
cost of defense, great as it may be, may 
be small compared with the risks—the loss 
of whole cities. 


Their prescription, as far as security 
permits them to give it, is conventional 
and consists of four steps. 


First, they would provide reliable early 
warning; 

Second, the ability to harass and destroy 
the attacking forces at long ranges from 
their targets; 

Third, an area defense in regions of 
large population and industrial concentra- 
tion; and, 

Finally, a last-ditch defense by anti- 
aircraft guns and guided missiles near the 
targets of greatest importance. 


Dr. Berkner claims that there is “com- 
plete failure in communication between 
the vigorous elements of the scientific 
community and our top military and po- 
litical] leaders.” 


Drs. Killian and Hill state exactly the 
opposite. “There is now extensive agree- 
ment and cross-fertilization,” they say, 
“between scientists and military personnel 
of the Army, Air Force and Navy in regard 
to air defense and offense.” : 

The facts refute Dr. Berkner. 


Dr. Valley’s Study. 

Shortly after the first Soviet atomic ex- 
plosion was set off in September 1949, Dr. 
George Valley Jr., an M.I.T: physics pro- 
fessor and a member of the USAF'’s scien- 
tific advisory board, was struck by the in- 
consistencies of the points of view of two 
Air Force officers. One wrote that ade- 
quate air defense was impossible and a 
waste of money. The other maintained that 
a near-perfect defense seemed feasible and 
that we should spend billions to develop 
it forthwith. 


Dr. Valley suspected that the correct 
answer was somewhere in between. He 
suggested that science might find ways to 
build a reasonable air defense system 
without undue cost. : 


Dr. Valley’s ideas were referred to Gen. 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, then Chief of Staff 
of the Air Force, who immediately called 
in key members of the Scientific Advisory 
Board and asked that work be started to 
implement Dr. Valley’s proposals. 

At this time the Air Force recommended 
a Manhattan District approach to the air 
defense problem but was turned down by

higher authority. This would have been a 
crash program of research on air defense. 

After the Korean war started, Project 
Charles, administered by M.1.T. among 
other scientific studies, was set up to delve 
specifically into the air defense problem. 
Project Charles recommended that an im- 
mediate scientific program should be de- 
veloped on air defense. This recommenda- 
tion resulted in setting up Project Lincoln, 
now the Lincoln Air Defense Laboratory, 
at M.LT. 

The importance of this project can be 
judged by the fact that its budget is twice 
that of M.I.T.’s entire undergraduate teach- 
ing program. It has a staff of 1600, includ- 
ing 350 full-fledged scientists and an an- 
nual budget of $20,000,000. 

Another major effort was Project East 
River, conducted by Associated Universi- 
ties, a non-profit organization of nine uni- 
versities under the directorship of Dr. 
Berkner. This project was designed to 
study civil defense problems. There are 
other projects still in the secret category 
which have not been leaked yet. 


Summer Study Group. 

A small group of scientists within Proj- 
ect Lincoln were authorized to initiate the 
Summer Study Group. 

It is the recommendation of this group 
to initiate a crash program to build a 
distant early warning system backed up 
by air bases with trailer aircraft on the 
Arctic shores of Canada at a cost variously 
estimated between 16 billion dollars and 
50 billion dollars, which has led to so much 
controversy over air defense. 

This recommendation was turned down 
by the Air Force. 

The recommendation of the Summer 
Study Group was based on the use of ad- 
vanced electronic equipment which was 
still only a theoretical possibility. The 
rejection of this recommendation was de- 
termined by the advice of other civilian 
scientists and not on account of any Air 
Force prejudices. These scientists felt 
that the new equipment involved should be 
developed and tested before being bought 
and installed at a cost of billions of dollars. 

This program has been erroneously de- 
scribed as one which would assure “kills” 
of 85 to 95 per cent of the attacking forces. 

The recommendations of the Lincoln 
Air Defense Laboratory held out no such 
hopes. They conceived the orderly devel- 
opment of a complete air defense system, 
with progressively better aircraft and mis- 
siles to cope with enemy bombers, with 
better electronic methods for locating and 
tracking, and with a well-designed early 
warning system which would be pushed 


northward progressively as equipment and 
funds became available. 


Like and Unlike Fence. 


A radar fence such as has been pro- 
posed across the shores of Northern Cana- 
da from Alaska to Greenland is not really 
a fence, since it is not a barrier. It is like 
a fence, however, in that enemy aircraft 
can go under it without detection, due to 
the curvature of the earth and interference 
of mountains. It can be cut, like a fence, 
by magnetic storms and the Aurora Bo- 
realis and be useless for weeks at a time. 
It is not a defense system, but only part 
of one. It must be backed up by interceptor 
aircraft. 

The distant early warning system by it- 
self, without successive radar lines to track 
enemy aircraft and without interceptors to 
knock down enemy planes or to identify 
friendly ones would be of no value. 

The weakness of radar can be judged by 
the fact that naval aircraft in air raid 
tests have penetrated, from carriers in the 
Atlantic, as far inland as Detroit without 
being located by radar. 

Not long ago there were, in one month, 
several thousand aircraft picked up by our 
radar over the United States for which no 
flight pattern had been filed or which were 
off their path. Half of these were identi- 
fied by radio, a quarter were identified by 
interceptor flights, while the remaining 
quarter were never identified. 

The proposed distant early warning lines, 
the so called DEW lines across the Arctic 
from Alaska to Greenland, would be send- 
ing out constant alarms without the ca- 
pacity to identify. Radar constantly picks 
up ghost images. They may be flocks of 
geese or other birds, they may be due to 
magnetic disturbances, they may be due 
to clouds. 

Consequently, a warning system that is 
not backed up by aircraft to insure identifi- 
cation would be giving alarms constantly. 
With such a system we should be in a 
perpetual state of air raid alarm until 
such alarms came to be wholly disregarded. 
It would be worse than to have no dis- 
tant warning system at all. 

The proposal favored by the Air Force 
is gradually to extend our warning system 
northward in co-operation with the Cana- 
dian Government. It is perfectly feasible 
to extend the warning and interceptor sys- 
tem to about the fifty-ninth parallel. This 
would run from southern Alaska to Church- 
ill on Hudson Bay. The Canadian Nation- 
al Railway, together with existing roads 
and rivers, would permit such a system to 
be supplied and maintained without ex- 
cessive cost. This would give the United 


States from one and one-half to three 
hours warning. 

This is in contrast to the proposals for 
a radar network in the Canadian Arctic. 
On these northern shores ships can get in 
only two or three weeks a year and the 
year’s supplies for the stations would have 
to be brought in in this limited time. For 
the remainder of the year all shipments 
would have to be by aircraft which would 
require the establishment of bases or 
landing fields. 

When it is considered that the air base 
at Thule in northern Greenland, con- 
structed under more favorable circum- 
stances than would exist on .the Arctic 
shores of Canada, cost $250,000,000, it can 
be seen why estimates of the cost of the 
DEW lines ran into many billions. 

A warning and interception line across 
Central Canada, the so-called McGill 
Fence proposed by scientists of McGill 
University, would be no more expensive 
than the system we now have and are 
building along our northern border. 

The Canadians are just as much in- 
terested in early warning and interception 
as we are. They are proud of their inde- 
pendence and will pay their share. The 
extent of their co-operation with the 
United States in our mutual air defense 
problems has never been published. This 
is due to the fact that the Canadians do 
not like to advertise it, and since the op- 
erations and construction take place on 
their territory, it is their privilege to 
make announcements concerning it. 


Lines of Direct Approach. 

Oddly enough, the hue and cry 
about a radar fence across the Arctic 
overlooks the fact that the area be- 
tween Alaska and Baffin island and 
Greenland, where we already have 
radar coverage, is the least likely ap- 
proach to the United States. 

The direct lines of approach from 
the West cross Alaska and the Aleu- 
tians. From the East they cross Green- 
land, Labrador and Newfoundland. 

A long and laborious dogleg would 
have to be flown from any known 
Russian bases to get to the United 
States on a north-south route from 
Russia or Siberia. 

The first stage of a Distant Early Warn- 
ing system should be set up in Alaska and 
the Aleutians and on the eastern borders 
of Canada, that is, on Baffin Island, Labra- 
dor and Newfoundland. 

This net, particularly the stations on the 
northeastern approaches, is under way but

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. 


ESPITE the Republican victory this week in the special congressional 
election* in California, many veteran political correspondents are writing 
that if full-scale Senate and House elections were held today, the Demo- 


crats would regain control of Congress. 


Most of this speculation is based on the recent unexpected Democratic 
victories in Wisconsin and New Jersey elections, on depressed farm prices and 
peak living costs, on the reported decline in President Eisenhower’s popu- 
larity and the contradictory factions within the Republican party. 


The political observers almost invari- 
ably hedge by pointing out that the regu- 
lar elections are just less than 12 months 
away and in the meantime President 
Eisenhower and his nominally Republican- 
controlled Congress will have opportunities 
to present “middle-of-the-road” programs 
that might successfully appeal to coalition 
majorities made up of Democrats and Re- 
publicans. 

A recent Look Magazine poll of the 
better known Washington correspondents 


_ showed that a majority thought the Demo- 
| crats would capture the House in next 
| year’s elections, but opinion was divided 


on the complexion of.the Senate, mainly 
because more Democratic Senators will be 
up for re-election in close states than Re- 
publican. 


Record of History. 


The primary reason for the House fore- 
cast was that historically the party in 
power loses House seats in the non-presi- 
dential years. Other writers have pointed 
out that the party that loses control of the 
House in the off-year elections usually 
loses the presidency two years later. Not- 
able exceptions were the 1946 and 1948 
contests. 

The present House is divided 219 Re- 
publicans, 215 Democrats and one Inde- 
pendent. The Democrats have a numerical 
majority in the Senate with 48 seats to 


|} the Republicans’ 47, but former Republi- 


can Wayne Morse of Oregon, who. became 
an Independent in the 1952 campaign, ha’ 
repeatedly said he would vote with the 
Republicans on any proposal to give the 
Democrats organizational control. The Re- 
publicans also have Vice President Nixon's 
vote in case of a tie. As a matter of poli- 
tics, however, several Democrats would 
abstain from voting if a serious move were 
made to oust the Republicans. 

Within the last half-century there have 
been four periods during which the Presi- 
dent was of one party and the control of 
Congress, wholly or in part, was by the 
other. 

The first instance was during the Wil- 
liam Howard Taft Administration when 
the Democrats, in the 1910 election, gained 
an impressive majority in the House and 
narrowed the Republican majority in the 
Senate. The Republicans lost actual con- 
trol of the Senate because Progressives 
like the elder La Follette of Wisconsin, 
Beveridge of Indiana, Cummins of Iowa 
and Bristow of Kansas voted with the 
Democrats on important rollcalls. 

The latest instance with the Eightieth 
Congress, elected in 1946, during the Tru- 
man Administration. The two intervening 
periods were after the 1918 elections in 
the Woodrow Wilson Administration and 
in 1931, when President Herbert Hoover 
lost control of the House through a series 
of special elections although the Repub- 
licans had won the regular congressional 
elections of 1930 by a narrow margin. 

President Taft, who had been promoted 
to the White House by Theodore Roosevelt, 
found himself in a position somewhat 
like that of Eisenhower. There may be 
some historical significance in the fact 
that his Administration broke down on two 
issues that are in the forefront today— 
tariff rates and conservation of national 
resources; and in his time, the cost of liv- 
ing was steadily rising. The Republican 
progressives of his day, however, were 
far more cohesive and effective than the 
present group. 


Missouri State Government Less and Less Representative Every Year

ISSOURI’S' representative govern- 
M ment is getting less representative 

every year. Although the state’s pop- 
ulation continues to move to the cities, 
the dwindling ranks of small town and 
rural voters have been able to maintain 
tight control of the State Legislature and 
Missouri’s delegation to Congress through 
anti-urban gerrymanders and an obsolete 
system of apportioning legislators. 

Rural Missouri—the area outside of the 
five large urban centers—has only 49.3 
per cent of the population, but has 71 per 
cent of the seats in the State House of 
Representatives and 53 per cent in the 
State Senate. 

Discrimination against St. Louis and 
Kansas City is even more pronounced. 
There are cases in which rural residents 
have eight to 10 times as much voice in 
their state government as the average big 
city dweller. For instance, Carter county 
has 4777 residents and one vote in the 
Missouri House. St. Louis, with a popula- 
tion of 856,796, has 18 votes in the House. 
Thus, the Carter county representative 
speaks for 4777 persons while each St. 
Louis legislator represents an average of 
47,600 persons. 

The St. Louis and Kansas City areas, 
with 45.6 per cent of the state’s population, 
have 24.8 per cent of the votes in the 
House. In the State Senate, Missouri’s two 


largest metropolitan centers together have 
14 votes against 20 for the outstate areas. 
Rural legislators, by maintaining their 
domination of the General Assembly, ex- 
ercise broad control over the destinies of 
big city governments, which are dependent 
upon the Legislature for authority to han- 
dle many of their local problems on the 
local level. This has been a constant head- 
ache for St. Louis and Kansas City. 
Frequently their requests have been 
ignored, delayed or openly blocked. Many 
times rural legislators are not to blame, 
because the strongest opposition to some 


of the city’s proposals has come from 


members of the city’s own delegation. 

Defeat of the St, Louis earnings tax 
extension bill last March is an example. 
The city’s revenue measure was lost after 
the Senate adopted a killing amendment 
by a vote of 17 to 7. Twelve rural legis- 
lators, who said they feared the earnings 
tax plan might spread to their districts, 
voted to scuttle the bill. Only one outstate 
member joined six St. Louis Senators in 
opposing the damaging amendment. 

Other St. Louis legislation fared badly 
in the assembly last session, largely be- 
cause of disagreements among the city 
members. Defeated were bills to extend 
the city’s authority to provide off-street 
parking facilities and to establish munici- 
pal rent controls, and a measure to put 
St. Louis public schools under the unit 
control administration plan. It was the 
third consecutive session that the unit 
control proposal was defeated, 


Largely through the opposition of rural 
Senators, the Legislature killed a bill to 
aid the Bi-State Development Agency, 
which serves the St. Louis metropolitan 
district. 

There have been instances in which St. 
Louis needs were sidetracked despite re- 
peated attempts to obtain the necessary 
legislation. One such case involved a bill 
to exempt low-cost public housing from 
taxation. 

With rural legislators crying “socialism,” 
the bill was defeated several times and 
was never passed, St. Louis got around 
this legislative road-block, however, when 
the Missouri Supreme Court ruled that 
public housing properties were tax-exempt. 

Actually, urban and rural interests 
clash infrequently on a clear-cut issue, but 
when they do it generally is over state 
funds. City legislators have long protested 
against the 1930 school fund apportion- 
ment law, contending that although most 
of the money comes from city taxpayers, 
the bulk of the funds are given to the 
small rural districts. 

Some of the bitterest city-country fights 
arose over the state appropriations for 
direct relief. Most of Missouri’s indigent 
unemployables live in the cities, and few 
rural legislators showed much concern 
over adequately meeting their needs, The 
rural members were more interested in 
funds to help recipients of old age pen- 
sions, who are regarded as a _ powerful 
political bloc in the country districts. 

Missouri rural areas have been able to 


maintain topheavy control of the 157- 
member House of Representatives be- 
cause each of the state’s 114 counties, re- 
gardless of population, is entitled to at 
least one Representative. A constitutional 
majority in the House is 79 votes. Thus, 
the 79 smallest counties in the state, each 
of which have just one Representative, 
can actually control that body. 


The total population of these 79 coun- 
ties is 937,741, or 23.7 per cent of the 
3,954,653 state total. This bloc of con- 
trolling counties has only 81,000 more 
persons than St. Louis city, which has only 
18 votes in the House. 

Rural legislators are, generally speaking, 
conservative middle-of-the-roaders whose 
political, social] and economic outlook is 
typical of those who, directly or indirectly, 
depend on the soil for their livelihood. 
They pride themselves on being ‘“common- 
sense Americans.” Most of them come 
from the farms, or towns and villages of 
less than 2500 population. Change and 
progress are not repugnant to them, but 
they respond slowly to new ideas. As a 
rule, the most able and conscientious legis- 
lators come from this group. 


Part of their hostility to urban legisla- 


tion comes from a distrust of city legisla- 


tors. They complain that the average city 
member is always “looking for a deal,” 
that he doesn’t always keep his word, and 
that he sometimes secretly urges them to 
vote against city bills that, on the record, 
he is bound to support,

Taft was expected to live up to the 
moderately progressive platform that 
Theodore Roosevelt had left the party. 
This included lower tariff rates, which Taft 
personally favored, and the conservation of 
natural resources. 

The Republican Old Guard, however, 
had their own ideas about the tariff and 
conservation. The House, under Sereno 
Payne of New York, quickly passed a bill 
generally acceptable to Taft, but when 
it came to the Senate the representatives 
of special interests had their field day 
under Senator Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode 
Island. 


The Senate debates were among the 
most stirring in history. The progressives, 
with a devastating array of facts, attacked 
the wool, tobacco, steel and other sched- 
ules. Taft was disturbed. The insurgents 
demanded that he veto the bill as a viola- 
tion of party pledges, but after much vacil- 
lation, he signed it and the Payne-Aldrich 
high tariff became a major political issue. 


Although Taft had withdrawn federal 
oil lands from public sale, a measure that 
had its later bearing on the current “Tide- 
lands” controversy, federal coal reserves 
became the scandal of his day. This was 
the famous Ballinger-Pinchot dispute over 
whether Secretary of the Interior Ballinger 
had favored the wealthy Guggenheim in- 
terests in releasing federal coal lands in 
Alaska. Pinchot was dismissed and the 
fight was carried into the 1910 elections. 

In spite of his political ineptitude and a 
hostile Congress, Taft recorded some solid 
achievements. The Civil Service was ex- 
tended, a Children’s Bureau was estab- 
lished, the Sherman anti-trust law was 
more vigorously enforced and the Six- 
teenth (Income Tax) Amendment, was 
started on its way to adoption. 


Lessons for Eisenhower. 


The Wilson Administration also has 
some lessons for Eisenhower. It will be 
interesting to see whether Eisenhower 
will repeat next year what many have 
thought was Wilson’s mistake in 1918, 
Faced with growing Republican sentiment, 
Wilson made this appeal about two weeks 
before the off-year elections: 


“If you approve of my leadership and 
wish me to continue to be your unem- 
barrassed spokesman in affairs at home 
and abroad, I earnestly beg that you will 
effect by returning a Democratic majority 
to both the Senate and the House of 
Representatives.” j 

When the voters rejected this plea and 
gave Republican majorities in both the 
Senate and the House, the damage to 
Wilson’s prestige was irreparable. Lack- 
ing these majorities, he was embarrassed 
at the peace treaty negotiations and his 
League of Nations was rejected by the 
Senate. 

By the time the Democrats took control 
of the House in 1931, after the Republicans 
had barely won it in 1930, the depression 
was so far advanced that neither the 
President nor the Congress could do 
much about it and it remained for Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and his overwhelming 
majorities of 1932 to take positive action. 

In those days before the Norris “Lame- 
Duck” amendment, members elected in 
1930 did not take office until 13 months 
later. The regular elections gave the 
Republicans a majority of six in the House 
but when the new Congress convened it 
had a Democratic majority of two, John 
Nance Garner of Texas was elected 
Speaker and the Democrats took control 


| of the committees. 


In the forthcoming session of Congress, 
the important thing will not be the numer- 
ical divisions of Democrats and Republi- 
cans in the two houses but rather what 
coalitions, if any, are formed to create 
majorities. Much of Truman’s domestic 
program was defeated by a combination 
of Republicans and conservative Southern 
Democrats. 


‘Every Man for Himself’? 


Eisenhower's lack of leadership in the 
first session and his refusal to become the 
actual as well as the nominal head of his 
party have caused some practical politi- 
cians to predict that it will be “every man 
for himself” in the next session. 

This would mean an absence of party 
discipline, important to the Republicans, 
but less so to the Democrats because the 
national record of the party will be the 
issue in the November elections. No one 
needs to tell the Democrats about the im- 
portance of a national Republican record 
and, while they will undoubtedly be willing 
to continue the bipartisan foreign policy, 
they may be reluctant to join coalitions 
on domestic legislation. 

Eisenhower and his Republicans have 
little room to maneuver either with votes 
or the short time at their disposal. The 
domestic issues are controversial. 

The President has said that he will 
offer an “umbrella” under which those who 
support his policies can co-operate, but he 
has yet to merge the warring factions - 
within his own party or to make clear to 
which faction he belongs. Until his own 
programs and his: own performances are 
a matter of record, the outcome of next 
year’s election must remain in doubt.

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The Fizzle of AD-X2 

After seven months of political fantasy, the 
final scientific verdict is in on AD-X2—that 
bubbling battery additive with catalysts in the 
Cabinet. Namely, it is no good. 

Some faces in Washington should be red. For 
this issue was a straight test of good science 
versus good business, and of whether politicians 
could interfere with the National Bureau of 
Standards. The test-tube has won. . 

A committee of the National Academy of 
Sciences, appointed by Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks, now says AD-X2 “is without merit.” 
This is just exactly what the National Bureau of 
Standards said about it and, moreover, the com- 
mittee applauds the bureau and its work. 

We hope this scientific finding by a commit- 
tee named by Mr. Weeks is not too objective for 
Mr. Weeks. For it was he and his former 
Assistant Secretary, Craig Sheaffer, who first 
fired and then felt obliged to reinstate the 
Bureau of Standards chief, Dr. Allen V. Astin. 
The officials said the scientists had not tested 
AD-X2 objectively. 

As the argument developed, it became clear 
that what these members of the new Business 
Administration meant by “objective” tests was 
“the play of the market place.” Those were 
Secretary Weeks’s own words. The test they 
offered was simply, would the stuff sell? 

In congressional hearings this theory was 
magnified to include the unquestioned suprem- 
acy of the hard-headed business mind over 
mere scientists (especially federal scientists). 
For the knights of AD-X2 fell back on testi- 
monials from businessmen who had used the 
epsom salts mixture (in batteries, that is) and 
found it wonderful. Some politicians considered 
this better evidence than anything the “profes- 
sors” could offer. 

Of course, the Bureau of Standards and its 
scientists have now won the day. Mr. Weeks 
has back-tracked, Mr. Sheaffer has gone back to 
making fountain pens. Presumably Dr. Astin 
can return to his work of testing products, so 
the Government will know how to protect the 
consuming public against false claims. 

The victory would be complete except for one 
thing: without even waiting for the final evi- 
dence on AD-X2, the Post Office Department, 
under political pressure, withdrew its fraud 
order against the juice. 

This leaves the victory, where consumers are 
concerned, a little like that in which ten thou- 
sand men marched up the hill and then marched 
down again. 
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Guiana, a Defense of Freedom 

Washington—and American opinion in gen- 
eral—approved Great Britain’s firm action in 
British Guiana in deposing what was if not a 
Communist government, certainly a Communist- 
dominated government. Dispatches from our 
correspondent, Donald Grant, leave no doubt 
as to the People’s Progressive party, domi- 
nated by Dr. Cheddi Jagan and his American- 
born wife, Janet Jagan. A “white paper” issued 
in London last month also showed the real col- 
oration of this “popular” movement. 

Actually there were more doubts in England 
than here about the propriety of sending troops 
to the South American colony, suspending its 
new constitution and turning out the first gov- 
ernment formed under it. The question was 
raised whether it is not against the first prin- 
ciple of democracy to act in this way against a 
government apparently elected by majority vote. 
Such British doubts are best answered by one 
of Britain's most distinguished thinkers, It was 
Bertrand Russell who wrote: 

What is an upholder of democracy to do 
when a majority votes against democracy? 

I think that the answer is that democracy 

involves legal opportunities for changes of 

opinion, and that it is anti-democratic to 
allow a momentarily popular clique to se- 
cure itself in power indefinitely no matter 
how unpopular it may subsequently become. 

. . « We have, I think, a right to say that 

we will not have a Communist govern- 

ment, for that is one which cannot be 
changed by subsequent changes of opinion... 

After all, Adolf Hitler boasted he had come 
to power in Germany by legal means. Other 
dictators have been able to make the same claim, 
But there is more to free government than just 
a free election. Such an election cannot be 
allowed to become a noose for freedom. 
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They Value Their Lives 


If there is anyone who knows, understands and 
appreciates fully the work and the hazards of 
flying passengers across the North Atlantic, it is 
the pilot of the airliner that plies between Eu- 
rope and North America. The pilots of. all 
scheduled United States airlines, including those 
flying the oceans, are represented by the Air 
Line Pilots Association, a union which has won 


wide recognition for promoting aviation safety. 


Therefore it is news of much importance when 
this union takes a further step te advance avia- 
tion safety by taking sharp exception to the 
Government's announcement that it will with- 
draw United States cutters from the North 
Atlantic weather network, 

C. N. Sayan, A.L.P.A, president, says the pilots’ 
sentiments aré made known officially in a 
letter to Secretary of Commerce Weeks. As 
might be expected, the letter stresses the vital 
air-sea rescue service that the ships in the chain 
stand ready to render as they go about their 
primary duties of providing communication, 
navigation and meteorologic services. ' 

Quité understandably, Mr. Sayan’s organiza- 
tion wants to know what provisions are to be 
made for substitufing for these services. The 
pilots are speaking out while their employers 
are either silent or strangely acquiescent to the 
plan to remove the weather ships before July. 

As Joseph Hanlon, Washington correspondent, 
reported in the Post-Dispatch Nov. 4: 

Critics of the move have suggested that 
the air lines could hardly, from a public 
relations viewpoint, take any other position. 
If they were to contend that removal of the 
weather ships added to the hazards of trans- 
Atlantic flying this would tend te discour- 
age such travel. 

The ocean-flying pilots value their lives and 
those of their passengers. They want to see the 
present excellent trans-Atlantic safety record 
maintained. No one knows that this will be 
maintained if the United States pulls out its 14 
vessels from the 25-ship fleet of ocean sentinels. 
The pilots must doubt it when they take such 
an important step as registering a protest with 
the Government in an attempt to keep the 
weather ship network going. ~- 

As an example of how they have always viewed 
the weather ships, there is this quotation from 
en article on the ships in the August 1952 issue 
of Flying, a monthly aviation magazine: “The 
vessels are a major (and largely unacknowl- 
edged) factor in trans-Atlantic flying safety.

Showdown 

_ Harry S. Truman to the people Monday night, 
Attorney General Brownell to the Jenner com- 
mittee Tuesday—such is the schedule of ap- 
pearances to which the people loek for the 
truth on the Harry Dexter White “spy” charges. 

That Mr. Truman should reply to Mr. 
Brownell’s charge is appropriate enough. His 
first off-hand remarks, evidently based on a hazy 
memory of the exact circumstances, only added 
to the confusion. He has since been silent, 


though former associates have offered the amar- 


ing theory that White was actually retained in 
office with the consent of the FBI, so that he 
could be kept under surveillance for possible 
evidence of espionage. 

If this story is true—and it has some impres- 
sive sponsorship—then Mr. Brownell’s original 
blast becomes more incredible than ever. That 
is one reason why Mr. Truman will have an 
eager audience hanging on his words Monday. 

That the country should still be waiting to 
hear from Mr. Brownell, nine days after he ex- 
ploded his political sensation on the eve of a 
crucial California election, is in itself a sufficient 
commentary on the nature of the sensation. 

Following the well-established pattern for Mc- 
Carthyism, Mr. Brownell first made his charges 
without proving them. Then he announced that 
he would prove them on Monday—and did not 
do so. More than a week later, he now has an- 
other chance. — 

The issues remain what they were, and they 
are fairly simple. 

Had the FBI tn January 1946 proved 

Harry Dexter White to be a “spy”? ; 

Did Harry S. Truman in January 1946 
know White to be a “spy”? 

These were the Brownell charges. As we said 
in the beginning, unless Mr. Brownell can sub- 
stantiate them beyond a reasonable doubt, he is 
not fit to occupy the high office of Attorney 
General of the United States. In such circum- 
stances, it is inconceivable to us that President 
Eisenhower could retain him in that office. 
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Utterly Unfair 


Enough is enough and too much fs too much 
and we protest in the name of fairness. Before 
the G.O.P. can get itself backed out of the 
“spy” charge controversy, it must now give 
close attention to Gov. Dewey’s troubles in 
New York. 

The special session at Albany meets Tues- 
day and the Republican Governor will have 
his test of strength with the Republican Lieu- 
tenant Governor and G.O.P. State Senate lead- 
er who would not quit when Gov. Dewey called 
on him to do so. All this ruction arises from 
the widespread rackets in New York and the 
many visits of G.O.P, leaders toe racketeer Joey 
Fay in Sing Sing prison. On the eve of the 
battle, Republican State Committeeman for New 
York J. Russell Sprague has quit the party 
post he has held for 13 years—because he has 
embarrassed his party by ownership of stock in 
a rackets-ridden racetrack. 

As the country awaits the tug-o’-war Tuesday, 
we cannot help wondering who all this was 
inherited from and just whose chickens these 
are now coming home to roost and how this 
New York mess stems from that mess in Wash- 
ington about which we heard so much last year. 
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Soldiers or Scientists 

One of the most difficult problems facing 
our military authorities—all the way from the 
top levels of the Pentagon to the local draft 
boards—is that of exemptions and deferments 
for gifted college students. Fairness would 
seem to dictate that if a young man can be 
called from store, office or factory, his com- 
panion also should be called from the classroom. 

Yet we hear repeated warnings such as that 
just voiced in St. Louis by Prof. Roger Adams, 
noted chemist of the University of Illinois, that 
this policy of inductions is weakening the United 
States in an area of great importance in modern 
warfare, the training of.research scientists. 

Almost 50 per cent of the research assistants 
in such important institutions as Harvard, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and Illinois, 
said Prof. Adams, now are foreigners. Pro- 
fessors working on governmental projects have 
found it necessary to use part of their grants 
to bring in these young men because the draft 
boards have taken from them the American 
research students who would otherwise carry 
on this work. Prof. Adams spoke especially of 
his own field of chemistry—in which, by the way, 
the Germans are again making great strides— 
but the complaint can be heard on all the 
higher educational levels. 

This is not an easy question to decide. Cer- 
tainly, a young man should not be exeused from 
military service just because his family can 
afford to send him to a university, On the other 
hand, technical progress depends on widespread 
research activities. One cannot simply tap one 
man on the shoulder and tell him to discover 
some new aspect of atomic energy. For every 
such hit there are many misses. Can the United 
States slow down this search? Even more im- 
portantly, can we afford to train more and more 
foreigners—most of whom will go home again— 
while keeping our own potential scientists on the 
drill field? Why cannot promising young men 
be called to service and then assigned to labora- 
tories? This would be better than assigning 
them to desk duties at military posts,

INCE 1934 Morocco had been a peaceful country. Then last 
Aug. 20 there were reports of riots and of tanks surrounding 


the Sultan's palace at Rabat

and his two sons were flown into exile, Every day since then 
there have been sabotage and assassination in Morocco. 


These signs of trouble in 
North Africa come from an area 
recognized as strategically essen- 
tial for the defense of the West- 
erh world. 

The area controls the Medi- 
terranean at Tangier and Bizerte. 
It is already dotted with enor- 
mous air bases whose security 
might be threatened if the 
troubles grow.

Asian bloe has been urging an 
investigation of North African 
affairs for the last four years. 

French authorities play the 
troubles down as insignificant, 
and have a lot to say in their 
own defense. North Africa, they 
point out, is an area with limited 
resources. There is little water. 
Erosion has taken its toll. Min- 
eral wealth is not great. Rapid 
development of the country 
needs enormous capital and 
knowledge. 

These the French can provide 
to some extent. They have also 
built up the necessary transport 
system. Their health services 
have been effective in saving 
life—so effective that the in- 
crease in the population of their 
North African territories is 
frightening. Already many North 
Africans go hungry, for their 
country cannot feed them. 

To do something and do it 
quickly so as to prevent the 
repetition of dreadful famines, 
which as recently as 1945 killed 
thousands here, a. well-thought- 
out plan must be devised and 
applied by qualified personnel. 
That is what the French claim 
they are trying to do. 

Blame Nationalists. 

The French say opposition to 
their efforts comes from a hand- 
ful of extreme nationalists who 
want to throw the 2,000,000 Eu- 
ropean “settlers” out of North 
Africa. 

France cannot abandon these 
Frenchmen, who claim th 
earned, through hard work, the 


- right to stay. They partly re- 
claimed the land m the 
3 desert. 


To keep living standards from 
falling below their present de- 
plorable levels, the French treas- 
ury is advancing more and more 
money each year to North Africa. 

French claim they would 
like to get out of this uncom- 
fortable position if only they 
could trust the nationalists not 
to victimize the settlers and not 
to plunge them and the 8,000,000 
Moors into economic ¢haos 
through their inability to govern. 

The French say the national- 
ists are immature rabble-rousers 
who refuse to learn the tech- 
niques of government. Moors 
they say, still think as tribesmen 
and not as citizens of a state; 
their traditions, their corruption 


, and the shackles of Islam im- 


pede them from becoming good 
administrators. 

The French have impressive 
evidence to prove this thesis, 
but what are they trying to do 
about it? What are they doing 
to eliminate Moorish incapacity 
for self-gevernment? 

In attempting to answer these 

questions I interviewed many of- 
ficials in Paris and toured North 
Africa for two months, starting 
fith Morocco. 

A Breath-taking Place. 

French Morocco is a breath- 
taking place. Beautiful roads 
cut through impressive scenery. 
Elegent white cities, well de- 
signed and well kept, enjoy a 
busy life. Care and architectur- 
al talent have been lavished on 

‘ schools, hospitals and nurseries. 
Modern Arab dwellings have 
been built to replace some of 

-the nauseating Bidonvilles, or 


- shanty towns. 


In the Atlas mountains, lofty 
dams are being erected and irri- 
gation canals radiate from arti- 
ficial lakes. 

Out in the “bleq”—the back 


,»eountry — dedicated young 


French officers selflessly serv® 
the interests of the natives. They 
cure trachoma, dispense justice 
and teach the use of weed kill- 
ers. 
Nowhere is there any evidence 
of discrimination on _ racial 
grounds. A black Moroccan can 
sit beside you in any hotel, and 
his wife may be a French girl. 
All this the French are eager 
to stress with justifiable pride. 
They also point out the obvious 
deterioration that would follow 
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if the natives were in command. 

“Nothing would work, the 
Moors are incapable,” say the 
French. 

But there are flaws in the 
picture, 

Only 20 per cent of the reve- 
nue for the Moroccan budget 


comes from direct taxation on 


earnings. One form of direct 
taxation ig tax on land produce. 
That is an important tax in an 
agricultural country. Moroccan 
farmers pay 88 per cent of this 
They pay 20 per cent more 
per acre than the French farm- 
ers. 

Nearly 60 per cent of the bud- 
get revenue comes from indirect 
taxation on consumer goods 
such as sugar imported and 
they therefore pay 90 per cent 
of this tax. 

Tribal lands were expropri- 
ated long ago to make room for 
the settlers. The law made it 
possible for the settlers to buy 
the pick of Moroccan land for 
nominal prices. Now the roads 
built by the government go 
closer to the settler properties 
than to those of the natives. 

Habeas corpus, which applied 
to Europeans in Morocco, does 
not apply to Moors. Moors can 
be imprisoned without trial, and 
refused permission to see a 
lawyer. 

Other Inequalities. 


There are other instances of 
inequality. For ifstance, a Mo- 
roccan bus conductor with eight 
children receives less in family 
allowances than a French bus 
conductor with only one child. 

Only one Moor in 400 can 
hope to find employment with 
the government. For the French 
it is one in 20, The Moroccans 
so hired are mostly doormen, 
sweepers, messengers. 

The French have turned into 
a puppet show the old-time 
Moorish administration which 
by treaty they undertook to 
renovate and improve. Thus 
the best training ground for re- 
sponsibility is denied to the 
Moroctans. 

The French claim there are 
not enough educated Moroccans 
to produce sufficient numbers of 
people for the selection of suit- 
able civil servants. That is true. 
But a law of 1937 prohibits pri- 
vate schools for Moslems from 
teaching anything but the Koran 
and Arabic—not even arithmetic. 
These schools were not allowed 
to open this year. Now only one 
Moroccan child in 10 can get a 
primary education. 

Like many other politically 
conscious Moroccans, the now- 
exiled Sultan Sidi Mohammed V 
objected to the discrimination 
against his own people and to 
the fact that the French were 
not doing anything to train 
Moroccans for self-government. 
He refused to sign decrees, 
without which they could not 
legally come into force. Faced 
with this royal “strike,” the 
French deposed him. 

Now the French say that, 
sinee the riots and trouble with 
the mountain tribes, they are 
pushing the “democratic reforms 
the country needs” to help 
democracy grow in Morocco. 


Sultan Stripped of Powers. 

The immediate effect of these 
reforms has been to strip the 
new Sultan of his legislative and 
judicial powers and transfer 
them to French-dominated bod- 
ies. This deprives the Moroccans 
of the last legal way in which 
they could back their claims. 

Meanwhile the country faces 
a deteriorating economic situa- 
tion. Productivity of the soil has 
gone down since before the war. 
There is a chronic deficit of 
wheat. The olive oil crop is not 
enough for the country’s needs. 
Pasture land is dangerously 
overgrazed, and livestock is in- 
sufficient to meet the needs 
even of the frugal Moors. 

In even greater numbers, the 
Moors are flocking from the 
farms to the cities to swell the 
ranks of the destitute, uprooted 
wretches who exist in the shanty 
towns. 

Bumping into conflict with the 
law, away from the steadying 
influences of tribe and family, 
divorced even from religion, this 
growing Moorish proletariat of 
primitive men with a fighting 
tradition is becoming the ideal 
victim of the Communist agi- 
tators. : 

Russia is already pointing to 
Western support of French pol- 
icy here as proof that Britain 
and the United States are in- 
corrigible imperialists.

N interview with Janet

I arrived here more than a 
week ago by plane from Trini- 
dad. On the plane was Lionel 
Luckhoo, a leader of the opposi- 
tion to the People’s Progressive 
Party (PPP), returning from 
London where he had gone to 
present his point of view against 
Dr. Cheddi Jagan, the last Prime 
Minister of British Guiana, and 
L.F.S. Burnham of the Com- 
munist front P.P.P., who are still 
in Britain presenting their side 
of the case. It was impossible to 
avoid noticing that Luckhoo was 
accompanied by a man who 
looked very much like a plain- 
clothes policeman. 

25-Mile Cab Ride. 


We arrived at the Georgetown 
airport at night, in the stinking 
tropical heat. When I stepped 
into my taxicab to go to the 
hotel, a policeman in uniform 
got in beside the driver. 


We drove for 25 miles along a 
narrow road cut through jungle. 
On either side were palm trees 
and jungle brush. It was several 
hours past sundown, and very 
dark. Occasionally our head- 
lights would pick out a thatched 
hut beside the road. ‘Even above 
the sound of the car motor, we 
could hear the jungle sounds— 
the high whistle of frogs in the 
marshes, the steady hum of in- 
sects. Perspiration dropped from 
my chin. 

Suddenly the policeman in the 
front seat turned around. Be- 
hind us were the lights of an- 
other automobile. The polict- 
man ordered the driver to keep 
ahead until the last moment, 
then slow down suddenly. The 
driver did so and the following 
car roared by. Then tension in 
our car relaxed. 

The Park Hotel, where I am 
writing this, is across the street 
from the Government House 
where the Governor, Sir Alfred 
Savage, has his office. It is, 
in fact, less a hotel than a set- 
ting for a Somerset Maugham 
short story—a great, thin, wood- 
en barn with a broad lounge 
open to the outdoors, the whole 
set up on stilts out of the mud. 
The first night I was given a 
small room on the third floor, 
equipped with a wash bowl, com- 
plete with a sign warning me 
not to waste the rain water dur- 
ing this season, and an 
empty. gin bottle filled with 
water for drinking and a glass. 
There was no bath. 


Best Hotel in the Place. 


This is the hest hotel in Brit- 
ish Guiana, and both the colonel 
of the Highlanders and the Gov- 
ernor’s assistant are my fellow 
guests. Any night by 11 o'clock 
the lounge is empty save for a 
lonely colonial officer quietly 
reading a paper, and sometimes 
the figure of a loyal British civil 
servant reclining in his lounge 
chair. r 

The best rum is plentiful and 
cheap. Below the stilts which 
uphold the hotel lounge is a 
noisy life, at night, which is 
politely ignored on the heights 
above. 

My first night here I stood 
at the window for a moment be- 
fore crawling beneath the mos- 
quito netting to bed. In the dis- 
tance were the sounds. of bag- 
pipes—a regimental bandsman 
practicing—a Negro voice some- 
where singing a calypso, and 
mingled in was the eerie’ pipe 
and drum of some East Indians 
lamenting the death of a friend. 

The next morning I went di- 
rectly to PPP party headquar- 
ters to see Janet Jagan. It was 
something of a shock, walking 
and sweating down the street 
past tumblédown shops run by 
East Indians and inese, to 
come upon the PPP headquar- 
ters, also in arundown shop, but 
with two blood red flags flying 
over the doorway. 

The headquarters consisted of 
two very small rooms separated 
by a board partition. In the 
front room the walls were cov- 
ered with Communist slogans. 
In the back room, as I was to

Voices hushed. I looked up 
to see a slender, young, sober- 
faced woman in a plain brown 
wash dress and sandals. She 
was of medium height, and wore 
her brown hair cut short in 
ringlets. I quickly stood and 
introduced myself. 


For some seconds she left me 
standing while she watched me 
with cold gray eyes through 
shell-rimmed spectacles, heavily 
trimmed in gold. 

“The boys here,” .she said, 
“think you are sincere. Sit 
down. I will talk to you.” 


She talked for four hours. We 
sat side by side on the bench. 
Behind us her dark crew was 
| packed into the back room, 
| watching and listening, all of us 
| drenched in the tropical heat. 


From time to time we were in- 
terrupted, but briefly. Once I 
ran out of note paper, and a 
member of the crew was sent 
out to get some more. I also had 
him bring cigarettes for all 
hands. 


Interrupted by Runners. 

Six or eight times we were 
interrupted by runners arriving 
with little folded pieces of paper. 
Janet Jagan would read these, 
stuff them in the pocket of her 
dress and give some cryptic 
order, such as “tell him all 
right,” or, “I don’t believe I 
would do that now.” Her voice 
was even and calm, even care- 
less, as if she were head of 
a neighborhood house in Chi- 
cago, giving incidental instruc- 
tions to her social workers. 


Her manner, voice and appear- 
ance were, in fact, precisely 
that of a rather more than 
usually successful Midwestern 
American social worker. Four 
or five other times we were 
interrupted by men coming in 
for money. With no effort at 
concealment, she took from a 
brown envelope she held in her 
hand $10 and $20 bills, a great 
many of them. “This is for him,” 
she would say, or, “You keep 
this.” Then we would go on 
with the interview. 


“Perhaps you would be inter- 
ested in the legislation passed 
by the PPP while we were in of- 
fice,” she began. I agreed that 
would be interesting.

“We tried to get recognition 
in other ways,” she said, “but 
the sugar interests wouldn't 
grant it. You know there was 
a strike on one of the estates in 
1948 and five of our workers 
were shot and killed and eight 
others were wounded.” Her 
voice did not rise. 


Effort te Lift Censorship. 

“We also worked to repeal the 
Undesirable Publications Bill,” 
she said. “We didn’t think the 
colonial officials should decide 
what the people should read, or 
stop some of our people from 
coming in here, as they have 
done.” 

She told of PPP plans for 
helping rice farmers, small peas- 
ant operators, by requiring the 
Sugar companies to keep the 
canal drainage system in good 
order, of plans for extending 
full adult suffrage to local elec- 
tions, increasing loans ‘to small 
farmers, and for dividing some 
of the larger estatés, eventually. 

All this and much more is 
contained in the PPP election 
manifesto and is the platform on 
which the party was elected to 
power last April. 

How much of this program 
was actually put into effect, I 
asked. 

“Not very much,” she admit- 
ted with a quick little smile. 
“You see, the troops were 
brought in here to stop us from 
= our program into ef- 
ect. 


Behind us in the stuffy room 
the crowd of her men mur- 
mured an angry assent.

I was about half way through 
when I married Cheddi Jagan, 
in August, 1943.

years old, and a maid who takes 
care of the boy.” ’ 

She did not mention the fact 
that she has a record of having 
participated in Young Com- 
munist group activities in the 
United States. 

“When I first came here,” she 
went on, “I saw conditions, and 
tried to organize some women 
we knew to do something, about 
them. For a long time, of 
course, we were just feeling our 
way along. We saw the need 
for organizing labor and for 
bringing in the farmers. 

Race Relations Problem. 

“Unions have been developed 
very slowly here, and our hard- 
est job was to break down the 
racial separation, to get unity. 
Race relations are not bad, but 
the East Indians and the Ne- 
groes do tend to pull apart. Our 
main emphasis was on racial 
unity. 

“At first we tried to work 
through the old Labor party, 
but by 1950 we saw that a new 
party had to be formed, so we 
organized the PPP. Gradually 
the PPP gained the confidence 
of the people.” ° ; 

Again, Janet Jagan did not 
mention the PPP organizations 
of cells, of about 12 members 
each, spread out through the 
whole population and I did not 
ask her about that, either. In- 
deed, it was only somewhat later 
that I was given an opportunity 
to read a document outlining 
the PPP cell structure, obvious- 
ly on a Communist model, and 
was told the document came 
from Janet Jagan. 

I did, however, ask her direct- 
ly if she were a Communist. 

“Tt am not a Communist and 
never have been,” she _ said 
evenly. “I do not know any 
Communists here, if you mean 
card-carrying Communists. 

“There may be some who 
think that way.” This last was 
said somewhat hesitatingly. “The 
question of ~Communism,” she 
added, “does not arise in Brit- 
ish Guiana.” 

When I asked her if ‘she had 
ever been behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, she answered quite freely— 

“Just this last summer I at- 
tended a conference in Copen- 


Romania. Romania is a won- 
derful country, everything is 
building. Everyone is free. I 
talked to a Greek Orthodox 
priest there,» and he seemed 
quite happy. The people on the 
streets looked very happy, and 
everyone I talked to said it was 
a fine place, now.” 

Others Behind Iron Curtain: 

Janet Jagan said her husband 
had visited Eastern Germany in 
1951, and that other PPP lead- 
ers, Martin Carter, Sidney King 
and Rory Westmaas also had 
visited behind the n Curtain 
in Hungary from time to time.

warning. 

“Hi.” he said, in a cheery 
American voice. “I’m just an- 
other crazy American. I heard 
you were here and thought I'd 
come and see you.” 

He wore a sports shirt and 
slacks and said his name was 
Sam. He also gave his last name, 
but the implications of what 
follows are serious and cannot 
be proved, at this moment, so I 
do not believe his last name 
should be revealed, 

My first thought was that the 
man had been drinking, byt it 
soon became obvious that he 
was sober. His monologue, how- 
ever, was one of the queerest 
I have ever listened to, and, to 
be quite honest, it was not until 
sometime later that I realized 
what had been going on. 

Sandwiched in between a 
great deal of nonsense about this 
and that, the weather, baseball 
and the price of rum, Sam man- 
aged to say the following:

“Our big mistake,” he said,

“They do not like the idea of 
being 100 per cent wrong. They 
are quite legal-minded and when 
we show them that they are 
wrong, chances are they will 
back down if we let them do so 
without losing face.

“But, instead of making it 
easy for them by avoiding things 
on paper—a procedure that they 
istrust—we are sticklers for 
the hard-working mechanism. 
We have to talk to the French 
first and to the British and, late- 
ly, even to the Germans; then 
we use strong words without 
having something to back it up. 
It does not bother the Russians 
when we start our letters by 
such phrases as: ‘We won't tol- 
erate ...we demand... .’” 

Roudakoff’s recommendations: 

The Russians being very sen- 
sitive to ridicule, ridicule is a 
potent weapen we should use 
more often. 

Don’t send notes. Talk, espe- 
cially when we can offer a small 
horsetrade. 

If you expect to get some con- 
cessions, don’t embarrass the 
Russians first. They can’t admit 
a mistake because the party is 
always ,right! 

Russians are rank - conscious 
and prestige ts a major thing 
with them. We should always be 
represented by a very tall gen- 
eral with lots of medals and 
ribbons. 

The 45-year-old, wiry, dark- 
haired Army colonel is the son 
of a Cossack major general who 
died in 1920 from wounds suf- 
fered in the Red Revolution. 
Young Paul, a student at the

In June of the same year 
he made his first trip to Berlin, 
where he met the Russians at 
Potsdam. 

Although Roudakoff’s patience 
was worn thin during all these 
years of tug of war with Rus- 
sians, he cannot help feeling 
sorry for most of them. He said 
one Russian liaison officer once 
confided in him: 

“I shall always be afraid until 
I die, always be looking over my 
left shoulder, always be wary of 
what I might have said the night 
before when I was drunk.” 

Most Russians avoid any dis- 
cussion of political or even eco- 
nomic affairs, Roudakoff report- 
ed, because the jdeags of the 
Kremlin on any particular sub- 
ject may change overnight. 

It’s What They Don’t Say. 

If you want to find out what 
they really think, Roudakoff ad- 
vised, look for it in what they 
don’t say. He told the following 
anecdote: 

“During the blockade, I was 
chatting at a cocktail party given 
by the Allied Control Commis- 
sion with a Russian air force 
colonel, Sudden] 
‘How is your air 

“I returned the question: ‘You 
are living in Potsdam from 
where you can observe daily the 
aircraft coming and going from 
our three airfields. 
you thinking about our airlift?’ 

“His eyes darted right and 
left before he said: ‘I think it is 
magnificent.’

“The colonel opened his mouth 
and closed it, gulped and finally 
said: ‘When did you say Mrs. 
Roudakoff was returning to

Next afternoon he arrived with 
his friend. The two of us sat on 
the lounge. I offered them a 
drink, but they said they did not 
drink or smoke. They talked 
about the Argylis and said they 
had questioned many of the 
soldiers and found that the 
Scotsmen hated being here as 
much as the Guianese hated 
having them. 

Sam made some vague men- 
tion of the time he was in 
Bombay and again about a time 
in Panama. 

We made a date for 8:30 that 
evening. Sam was to pick me 
up at the hotel and we would 
go to his friend’s house to see 
some documents of interest. 
Sam’s friend said he intended to 
burn the documents as soon as 
I had seen them. 

Just hefore they left, Sam 
‘turned to me very seriously and 
asked: “Were you ever in trou- 
ble?” 

Again, I started rather lamely 
to tell about the time, two years 
ago, when Peron’s police gave 
me something of a bad time in 
Buenos Aires while I was doing 
a story for the Post-Dispatch 
on ‘the closing of La Prensa. 
Once more, Sam couldn’t have 
been less interested. 

That evening, before keeping 
my date with Sam, I had occa- 
sion to drive out in a taxicab 
to the home of the head of the 
British security forces here. The 
taxicab driver waited for me in 
the driveway outside. When I 
had finished with the security 
officer I got in the taxicab and 
we drove away. 

Road to Nowhere. 

My mind was preoccupied and 
I only semi-consciously noticed 
at first. that the cab had gone 
down a lonely lane. Then I did 
indeed see that we were driving 
beside the sea, along a very 
narrow path which appeared, in 
the lights of the car, to end in 
a jungle. Later I learned that 


the road ended on a golf course 
and the jungle growth was the

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but he kept going, muttering 
something I could not under- 
stand.

The 
driver opened the trunk com- 
partment and picked up an iron 
crank. I walked toward the 
lights.

The Last of Sam. 


In the lighted building I 
found someone to drive me back 
to the hotel, where I met Sam. 
I did not mention the taxicab 
ride. Sam’s whole attitude had 
changed, however. There was 
no more mysterious talk. The 
documents at the home of his © 
friend turned out to be only a 
standard statement of PPP’s 
stated aims, a paper of ‘no value 
at all. 

I never saw Sam again. “Au- 
thorities here, however, know 
of him, and could substantiate 
much of his story. He had in- 
deed been frequently in the 
jungle. He had told the police, 
however, that he had met Janet 
Jagan in Chicago before either 
of them came here, which he 
had denied to me. Sam has been 
checked with the FBI, which 
could find no record of him, it 
was learned. 


This personal experience is 
significant, of course, only be- 
cause it is one of thousands of 
such experiences others here, 
outside the charmed circle of 
the PPP, have had.

| HERE was a time when 
the way business of all 
kinds was done in this 
country was on a small unit 
basis. Every town had its 
flour mill, its cooper shop for 
making barrels for the flour, 
its harness shop, its wagon 
shop, its cabinet shop—its 
shops for the making of vir- 
tually all the things that the 
people of the town and the 
surrounding countryside used. 

All that was changed. It 
was not changed by Big Gov- 
ernment which reached out 
from Washington and gobbled 
up everything in sight. It 
was changed by the moguls of 
business enterprise about 
whom Stewart H. Holbrook 
writes in the latest book in 
Lewis Gannett’s “Mainstream 
of America” seriés. 

The names of these men are 
familiar enough ockefell 
Carnegie, Vanderbilt, Fisk, 
Harriman, Hill, DuPont, 
Morgan, Gould, Stanford, Ar- 
mour, Frick, Schwab, Swift, 
Guggenheim, Ford.

It follows then that a dwel- 
ling place in the American 
plains should not be a copy 
of a Greek temple, a Roman 
bath, a Rhenish castle or even 
a Cape Cod cottage. What it 
should be is expressed not 
only: in Frank Lioyd Wright 
houses but in the growing 
number of houses designed by 
his pupils and many others 
who have been affected 
them directly or indirectly. 
In spelling out his ideas 
Wright has brought into use 
many innovations: the corner 
window, the cantilevered hori- 
zontal plane, indirect lighting, 
the “flowing space” or open- 
plan*which throws living and 
dining space into one, the 
carport, the service room 
which eliminates the necessity 
of a basement, floor heating 
and many others. And though 
the idea of using the natural 
beauty of materials is not an 
innovation, historically, its re- 
application is a hall-mark of 
Wright's philosophy.

N some cases the innovation 
| nas been copied merely as 

a single feature and with- 
out any apparent understand- 
ing of the idea that it should 
reflect the whole. Wright is 
prepared for this if not re- 
signed;” it only bears out his 
conviction that architects, as 
a rule, do not think through 
their problems and do not 
evolve “a style.” They copy 
“the styles” and so isolated 
features of his style may in 
time become the cliches of 
the inveterate imitators. But 
though Wright hopes for emu- 
lation rather than imitation, 
he believes that a vital idea 
may survive abuse and in this 
way contribute to progress. 

Wright is not alone in be- 
ing an exponent of modern 
materials. But the boldness of 
his imagination is never more 
evident than in the social con- 
sequences he foresees from 
organic architecture and the 
use of steel and glass and the 
machine as a tireless workman. 
Machines have been used for 
“mass art,” that is, the multi- 
plication of antiques and forc- 
ing of materials into imita- 
tions of obsolete architectural 
features. Yet the machine can 
be used for the deliverance 
of all mem from the cells and 
rabbit-warrens of the big 
cities and to make beauty, as 
well as utility, an organic part 
of their lives. Here, as in 
other places, Wright becomes 
the philosopher prophet and 
condemns the present city as 
obsolete.

GREEMENT with Wright’s 
A eecnera ideas does not al- 

ways lead even sympa- 
thetic followers to unreserved 
approval of.his end products. 
The modern housewife, for in- 
stance, may not like glass 
walls because they are hard 
to clean. Others may feel 
that Wright is violating his 
own logic when he prescribes 
a fireplace so big you could 
roast an ox in it. 

His major tenets though 
are plausible and exciting. 
Certainly it is quite obvious 
that the greater part of Amer- 
ican architecture, industrial, 
commercial and domestic is 
ugly, unrepresentative of our 
natural genius and unsuitable 
to its topography and climate. 
So architecture— even if it’s 
not the “center line” of an in- 
digenous culture from which 
a fresh creativenesg will flow 
in all directions—can at least 
give us a more beautiful and 
more stimulating physical en- 
vironment. 

Wright’s collection of papers 
doesn’t tell in explicit detail 
how this is to be done. But 
it sets down what he consid- 
ers indispensable conditions. 
These are evolved from logic, 
feeling and a profound con- 
viction of what a democratic 
people must do to be saved. 
For Frank Lloyd Wright, ar- 
rogant and autocratic as he 
sounds is in the best tradition 
of democratic thinking.

The: Inner Soviet Power 


HOW RUSSIA IS RULED, by Merle 
Fainsed. (Harvard University 
Press, 578 pgs. $7.50.)

é6 OW RUSSIA IS 
H RULED,” by Merle 
Fainsod, comes oppor- 

tunely. This ‘is no jejune, 
speculative quickie like Mar- 
tin Ebon’s “Malenkov,” but a 
rich, searching, balanced in- 
quiry into the subject. Still, 
it is no impenetrable treatise, 
either, and its 500 pages of 
text are on the whole as read- 
able as its 55 pages of docu- 
mentation &re impressive. 
Generally, Mr. Fainsod's prose 
is smooth, and it is sometimes 
brilliant, despite an occasional 
cliche and an occasional un- 
blocked metaphor. The expo- 
sition also is substantially 
clear, despite some unwar- 
ranted assumptions concern- 


ing the general reader's 
knowledge. 
A former S8St. Louisan, 


trained at Washington Uni- 
versity and Harvard, Merle 
Fainsod is now Professor of 
Government and director of 
political studies at the Rus- 
sian Research Center at Har- 


. vard. As a political scientist, 


he is interested primarily in 
controls in Soviet society, and 
he does not deal extensively 
with such matters as the arts, 
the sciences, or medicine— 
but he goes far beyond formal 
government to analyze how 
Russia is ruled, 


Throughout, careful atten- 
tion is given to the problem of 
evidence, and when Mr. Fain- 
sod finds the facts inadequate 
to warrant a firm statement, 
he says so. He has gone criti- 
cally through an incredible 
mass of official and semi-offi- 
cial documents, newspapers, 
periodicals, books (including 
eye-witness accounts), and 
pamphlets, in English, Russian 
and French.

N addition the author has 
| ace use of interviews with 

Soviet emigres, which he 
and other specialists have 
been able to conduct since 
World War II. Here again he 
has worked critically, bearing 
in mind the biases of non- 
returners, not taking any sin- 
gie report as definitive, but 
inferring a composite and 
often tentative dcecount from 


‘many interviews and cross 


checks between them. 


So many confusions are 
cleared up, so many new in- 


’ sights are provided, it is diffi- 


cult to say what are the most 
interesting aspects of Mr. 
Fainsod’s book. 

There is the fascinating nar- 
rative of the genesis and 
course of the revolutions of 
1917—the utter collapse of the 
old regime and the spontane- 
ous rush of revolutionary 
ardor among peasants, urban 
workers, and soldiers, with 
Lenin and the Bolsheviks 
studying insurrection “as an 
art” within this already-revo- 
lutionary situation, to become 
masters of that situation. 


Again, the pre-revolution- 
ary visions of humanitarian- 
ism, (proletarian) democracy, 
and equalitarianism are com- 
pared with the post-revolu- 
tionary realities—welfare giv- 
ing way to power, ideas of mae 
jority rule to a minority rule 
dictatorship, and equalitarian- 
ism to a new elitism. The 
process of dictatorial control 
was speeded in the 1920s, 
when Lenin and Stalin found 
themselves at the head of a 
state which, as Mr.. Fainsod 
puts it, “remained essentially 
an army of occupation in an 
overwhelmingly peasant coun-

try.” The bright “myths” of 
the Constitution of 1936 may 
now be placed against the 
darker facts of enforced duties 
(the liberties are vanity of 
vanities, the obligations real), 
and of “terror as a system of 
power.”

INKED with all this was 
[tx “Third Revolution,” 

the “revolution from 
above” imposed by Stalin, 
aimed at industrialization in 
factory and field, and at mili- 
tary strength. Here we get 
an analysis of the twin spurs 
of coercion in labor discipline, 
(or the “Big Stick,”) and in- 
ducement in rubles, positions, 
and honors, (or the “Candy 
Stick”)—with the Big Stick 
generally standing larger than 
the Candy Stick. To these 
power instruments was added 
a new “formula of totalitarian 
rule,” including a considerable 
“restoration of the traditional 
symbols of authority”—family, 
school, law, glorification of 
the state “as the creative 
sofirce of all initiative and di- 
rection,” patriotism, and the 
Stalin cult. 

Supplementing this, there is 
a probing account of the de- 
velopment of the control by 
the Communist party over all 
the Russias and Russians, the 
military chain of command 
and hierarchical apparatus in 
the party, the rise to power of 
the party secretaries or appa- 
ratchiki, the increasing role of 
the new managerial and tech- 
nical elite in the party, and 
finally the dominance of the 
chief apparatchiki, Stalin, 
Malenkov, and now possibly 
Kruschev. 

Again, there is a fascinating 
study of the inner power-hold- 
ers and policy-makers, the 
Politburo and (since 1952) the 
Presidium of the Communist 
party—its procedures (discus- 
sion and compelling directives 
based on elaborate reports 
gleaned from party, state ad- 
ministrations, and secret po- 
lice), and its‘individual lead- 
ers, including their personal- 
ities, shifting roles as special- 
ists, and survival and non- 
survival. 

Finally, there is a careful 
description of the secret po- 
lice from Cheka to MVD—the

“symbols of authority” plus 
universal propaganda), incen- 
tives (money payments, ad- 
vancement and opportunity, 
public honors), and repression 
(surveillance, arrest.for “eco- 
nomic” crimes and crimes 
against the regime, labor 
camps). Despite and because 
of these controls, there are 
great tensions. By American 
standards, life is grim indeed 
for Ivan and Ivanovna, and 
the millenium has been too 
often and too long postponed. 
Also, the “elite” of party .ap- 
paratchiki, of state, factory, 
or collective farm officials, 
and of technical and cultural 
intelligentsia, have their own 
problems. The price of “non- 
fulfillment” of the plan, or of 
“deviation,” for example, is 
terrifyingly high. 

Yet Mr. Fainsod does not 
foresee immanent or immi- 
nent revolt. Many policies 
“command widespread appro- 
val,” even among “anti-Com- 
munist” Russians, and there 
are durable satisfactions, par- 
ticularly for the elite groups, 
The regime has frequently 
employed (as it now seems to 
be doing under Malenkov) a 
strategy of relaxing demands 
and increasing satisfactions 
(consumer goods, a breathing 
spell in repression, a more 
conciliatory peasant policy) 
when necessity dictates. In 
addition, Mr. Fainsod de- 
scribes a “mood of cowed res- 
ignation,” plus a “cynical ca- 
reerism” in pursuit of success, 
and discounts “the probability 
of the emergence of any orga- 
nized or spontaneous revolu- 
tionary movement” likely soon 
to overthrow the regime. 

In sum, “How Russia Is 
Ruled” is a remarkably re- 
warding inquiry into that 
problem in its broadest as- 
pects.

Among the aristocratic French 
hybrids are such beauties as 
Ellen Wilmott, in white; Kath- 
arine Havemeyer, a rosy lilac: 
Paul Hariot, a deep purple, and 
Paul Thirion, a rich red. Two 
patented varieties are Primrose, 
the “yellow lilac,” and Esther 
Staley, a true pink.

Ruby weigela is not only hand- 
somer than the old Eva Rathke, 
but it is a reliable reBloomer. 
A snowy white rugosa rose that 
blooms from spring to frost is 
called Blanc Double de Coubert. 


Two showy bush roses that 
provide almost continuous 
bloom are the brilliant Lipstick, 
which has semi-double cerise 
flowers with salmon shadings, 
and Skyrocket, a red. There's 
also a remarkable trailing rose, 
Creeping Everbloom, ‘ich will 
make a flower-studded ground 
cover planting for a sunny bank. 
Many of the summer flower- 
ing shrubs are remarkable for 
their long season of bloom. 
Showy flowers of the Rose-of- 
Sharon (Hibiscus syriacus) re- 
semble the florets of single or 
double hollyhocks. Although the 
blossoms and leaves of this 
shrub look a little coarse when 
inspected closely, they give a 
fine effect from a distance. Im- 
proved new varieties include 
such double forms as white 
Jeanne d'Are and the red Duc 
de Brabant. Rubis has single 
flowers in luscious, clear pink, 
and Coelistis is a violet blue. 


Bright yellow blooms are pro- 
duced over a very long season 
by Hypericum patulum, and es- 
pecially by the improved va- 
riety, H. Sungold. Too rarely 
seen is another type, Hypericum 
calycinum, a vigorous, low-grow- 
ing plant which makes a dense 
covering for either sunny or * 
shady banks. 


The charming glossy abelia (a 
grandiflora) and its hybrid, A.

highest degree of care 
is exacted of persons handling 
firearms in order to prevent 
injury to others.’ The fact 
that the survivors did not in- 
tend to shoot anybody makes 
no difference. 

“In Missouri, in an action 
for alleged negligent shooting 
and killing of plaintiff's hus- 
band, the test in determining 
the question of defendant's 
liability was, not whether the 
the killing was accidental, but 
whether the defendant was 
free from blame. The men 
who shoot at a movement in 
the brush stand convicted of 
negligence out of their own 
mouths. So much for penaliz- | 
ing these incompetents in the 
pocketbook. 

“All murder at common law, 
not declared to be manslaugh- 
ter or justifiable or excusable 
homicide and not premedi- 
tated, is murder in the second 
degree. This carries a mini- 
mum penalty of 10 years and a 
maximum of life imprison- 
ment. The statute regarding 
justifiable homicide does not 
apply to these cases, nor in

PRINCETON, NJ., Nov. 14 
(AP)—Two great passes by Jim 
Lopez in the last 42 seconds of 
play ended Princeton's six-year 
rule over Big Three football to- 
day as they gave Yale a 26-24 
decision over the Tigers in a 
slightly hysterical finish of a 
great ball game. 


Yale, 17 points behind at the 
end of the first half, had taken 
the lead in the third quarter with 
20 points, only to fall behind 
again when Princeton Sopho- 
more Royce Flippin raced 69 
yards to score. 

Then Lopez, whose running 
| had been a big factor in Yale's 
| comeback, began pitching against 
'the clock. Yale got the ball on 
\its 45 with only 42 seconds to 
|go. Lopez heaved a long one to 
Larry Reno, a sub end, who was 
|hauled down on the 12 as the 
lerowd of 45,000 went into an 
uproar. 

There were 24 seconds left, 
barely time for a couple of plays. 
But just one was needed as 
Lopez faked a run, then passed 
to Bob Poole, who caught it on 
the goal line and tumbled over. 

The victory-hungry Elis un- 
coveréd a second half ground 
attack that Princeton couldn't 
solve. The alternating quarter- 
backs, Lopez and Jim Brink, 
slashed through the Princeton 
line on trap plays and raced 
around the end on fake hand- 
offs and optional pass-run plays. 

But in the end it was passes 
that finally beat the Tigers. It 
was Yale’s first victory over 
Princeton since 1946 and its 
38th in the 76-game series that 
began in 1873. 

Since Princeton beat Harvard 
last week, the result left the 
Big Three championship to be 
decided by next Saturday’s Yale- 
Harvard game. 

For Princeton, sophomore tail- 
back Royce Flippin was the big 
man. He threw a 15-yard pass 
to Bob Russell for a touchdown 
early in the first quarter, scored 
on a 20-yard run in the second 
and was a big factor in defend- 
ing against Yale passes. He was 
taken out just before Yale 
started its winning spurt. 
With the start of the second 
half, Yale looked like a dif- 
ferent team. Brink, feeding the 
ball to Pete Shears and Hub 
Pruett, engineered the first Yale 
touchdown and scored it himself 
on a six-yard charge through 
the middle. 

Elated by that turn, the Yale 
forwards began hitting so hard 
that Princeton backs fumbled 
two successive kickoff returns 
and each led to a Yale touch- 
down. 

Princeton captain Homer 
Smith fumbled on the 38 and 
Conrad Corelli recovered. Yale 
smashed to a score with Shears 
going over. The same thing 
happened on the next kickoff 
when Art Pitts lost the ball. 
This time it was Lopez who 
went 25 yards through the mid- 
dle of the Princeton line. 
Pitts was injured on the 
kickoff play and was taken to 
the college infirmary, suffering 
a possible concussion.

The building now consists of a 
workshop basement where

The Smiths, in their way, are 
as aristocratic as the King and 
Queen. They have been farm- 
ers for four generations in these 
parts, and the house in which 
they live is more than 100 years 
old. The last time it was re- 
modeled was 65 years ago. It's 
a rambling white frame, with a 
connecting garage and tool shed, 
and has 11 rooms. It is sur- 
rounded by a big lawn with well- 
tended grass and a lot of trees. 
Out back are a big white stock 
barn and connected silo, an- 
other barn or shed for farm 
equipment, a cow shed for young 
dairy cattle, chicken houses 
and, the only jarring note in 
the scene, yet the most pic- 
turesque, the red corn crib. 

Mrs, Smith was busy cleaning 
all 11 rooms when I went to 
see them, which was the day 
before the scheduled visit of 
the King and Queen. Smith was 
out in back with the hired man, 
“cleaning up odds and ends.” 


Smith is a man of medium 
size and rather slight build. 
Dressed in dirty jeans, rubber 
boots, worn zipper jacket and 
old cap with the flaps down over 
his ears, he looked, as most 
farmers seem to, older than his 
years. He had a wide smile and 
an easy, friendly manner which 
made it clear that he would be 
quite capable of entertaining a 
King and Queen with simple dig- 
nity. 


“T'll tell you the same thing 
I've told everybody else,” Smith 
said earnestly. “It’s an honor 
and a privilege and I'm glad to 
do it. But you can see it’s no 
show place. Lot of farm work 


to do, let alone trying to clean 


the place up. Hate to ask the 
neighbors to come in and help. 
They'd come, in a minute, but 
they’re busy picking corn 
themselves. It's a bad time to 
ask anyone to help.” 

He was called to the telephone 
about that time, and I talked to 
Mrs. Smith, a vivacious, friendly, 
red-heared woman who, like her 
husband has the faculty of put- 
ting people immediately at their 
ease. She is 33 years old.

wool dress, a cardigan sweater, 
an apron and Indian moccasins, 
and she had been engaged in 
running the electric sweeper 
over the living room floor. 


She and her husband, she 
said, met at the University of 
Illinois, where they both grad- 
uated from the school of agri- 
culture, he in 1940, she in 1941. 
They had met at the Wesley 
Foundation, a Methodist church 
group, and had gone together 
about two years. “I graduated 
on a Monday.” she smiled, “and 
we got married the following 
Sunday.”

The highway patrol had 
stretched a rope in front of the 
Smith place, so anyone ap- 
proaching had to go through the 
driveway and present his cre- 
dentials.

ABULOUS CALIFORNIA is 

battling for fashion suprem- 

acy. Believing that what New 
York or Paris can do they can 
do equally as well if not better, 
the West Coast designers have 
staged during the past week a 
series of fashion showings like- 
ly to have far-reaching results. 
The fashion-week idea for visit-

Call it luck, if you wish, but 
all of the signs seem to indicate 
that the weather man has helped 
to promote the California-star- 
dom idea. Unusually warm 
weather during the autumn 
stimulated an early interest in 
winter resort clothes and gave 
the designers added enthusiasm 
for their resort and early spring 
collections. Orders have been 
plentiful and the California- 
look of casual elegance seems to 
be the look of smartness for the 
American woman. The trend 
toward cotton and linen for 
year-round wear has been an- 
other factor in boosting the 
styles such as this market likes 
best to produce. 

From the standpoint of ma- 
terials, the linens and cottons 
are the rivals for leadership. 
The biggest linen year in his- 
tory is predicted for 1954 but 
cotton has become so varied in 
appearance and appeal that it 
certainly will be an All-Ameri- 
can favorite. Among the cot- 
tons, the new-looking denims 
and the polished prints are es-

pecially noteworthy. Lightweight 
woolens such as jersey, mixtures 
of silk and wool in striking 
tweed effects, silk linens, and 
alliances of the synthetic, crease- 
resisting newcomers complete 
the fabric features. 

When it comes to colors, 
those muted pastel tones her- 
alded so widely have heen 
moved into the background to 
give place to shades of a more 
vivid type. Consider coral, avo- 
cado green, cinnamon, persim- 
mon and peacock blue for flat- 
tering effects. The natural 
linen shade, white with bright 
color, pink and medium tones of 
blue also contribute to the color 
panorama. 


In silhouette, the Californi- 
ans like the young, fuller-skirt- 
ed mode. Although there are 
plenty of slim skirts and foun- 
fitting pedal pushers in the col- 
lections, the Princess silhouette 
with moulded midriff and wide 
hemline has received the most 
attention. A new-looking skirt 
which has been termed the Brit- 
ish walking skirt has low-placed 
pleats at front and back panels. 
Jackets of many shapes and 
sizes are popular, and the bead- 
ed cardigan is allied with match- 
ing skirt as well as worn over 
one-piece dresses. Skirts defi- 
nitely are shorter. 

In arranging their showings, 
the designers adopted some of 
the tricks obviously learned 
from proximity to Hollywood.

Credited 
with doing much to elevate den- 
ims to a high fashion position 
she illustrates that the denim 
possibilities have scarcely been 
touched. Double circle skirts are 
featured on her coat dresses as 
well as her suits. Decorator 
fabrics, chintz appliques of 
flowers and fruits on denim, and 
many other fresh-looking themes 
are characteristic of her designs. 

Another comparatively new 
designer, Alex Colman, who has 
been in business less than six 
years has offered some diverting 
styles of a colorful nature. He

N STRIKING CONTRAST with the traditional building styles 
of India, a new capital city of the province of Punjab is 
taking form. It is Chandigarh, now under construction in 

a valley near the northern summer resort of Simla. On the 
former site of an ancient village of mud-walled houses, the 
new walls are going up—walls of reinforced concrete and 
brick, in designs much like the strongly contemporary build- 
ing projects of Europe and Latin America. 

Punjab lost its former capital, Lahore, to Pakistan when 
India was partitioned. For its new official city, the provincial 
government decided it wanted architecture unencumbered by 
tradition, and a metropolis that followed a carefully planned 
arrangement. It employed a group of outstanding interna- 
tional architects headed by Charles Le Corbusier of France. 
Associated with him are his cousin and partner, Pierre Jean- 
neret, and the noted English husband-and-wife architectural 
team of Maxwell Fry and Jane Drew. They were given the 
job of creating a city from the ground up. 

Chandigarh will be at the first stage of completion in 
1956, when it is scheduled to be ready to house 150,000 per- 
sons and to have facilities for provincial government opera- 
tions. Its general plan provides for expansion to a popula- 
tion of a half-million.

HE FACT THAT a radio wave can be 
thrown, bounced off an object, caught 
again and then measured has proved 

to be an increasingly handy discovery. On 
the sea, radar gives ship pilots a continu- 
ous report on channel depths; in the air, 
it aims guided missiles and furnishes air- 
plane pilots with eyes that penetrate fog; on 
the land, it protectively scans the horizon. 
And now radar has come down to the 
local level—it is used to catch automobile 
speeders. Unlike the complex electronic 
rigs in military use, the radar used by traf- 
fic police is a fairly simple piece of equip- 
ment. The policeman places a black metal 
box, containing the transmitter and the re- 
ceiver, on the ground beside the traffic lane. 
Connected with this unit is a speed indica- 
tor that can be .set up inside the squad car. 
There the policeman sits, watching the indi- 
cator needle and the passing automobiles. 
The radar set on the ground broadcasts 

a cone-shaped radio beam, shaped like the 
light beam from a flashlight. When a car 


crosses the beam, its speed is immediately 
registered on a dial like that of an automo- 
bile s ometer. If the s is over the 
legal limit, the policeman calls a motorcycle 
patrolman a half-mile or so ahead on 
walkie-talkie radio, and he arrests the driver. 
It does the driver no good to argue that 
at the point ‘of arrest he was within the 
speed limit, for the radar speed indicator 
also is connected with a a recorder. 
It makes a written record of the driver's

“Sixty-three feet,” she said solemnly. The 
children gasped again. 

“All of this distance his mind was telling 
him, ‘Get your foot on that brake,’ ” she said. 
“It took him 17 feet to act. And then it took 
48 more feet for him to stop. Yet he wasn't 
going 60 miles an hour, 50 miles, or even 
40! He was going just 23 miles an hour!” 

Lessons like that children remember. 

Lessons like that save lives. 

They started three years ago when Cecil 
G. Zaun, supervisor of the Safety Section, 
Los Angeles schools, decided to do something 
about the ominous toll of school children in 
traffic accidents. 

He got an O.K. from the Board of Educa- 
tion, and picked Mrs. Goin to work on a new 
traffic demonstration program. 

The police department assigned Harrison 
to work with her. 

It takes nearly three years for Mrs. Goin 
to visit every school, and she is only now-fin- 
ishing her “first round.” But since 1949, Los 
Angeles’ place on the National Safety Coun- 
cil’s traffic safety rating of cities has risen 
from tenth to first place in 1952.

HOLLYWOOD. 
HE ONLY thing in life I've never had to fight 
for is publicity. 

I've had plenty of that—but not always the 
kind I liked. 

When I was 19, Howard Hughes signed me 
to play the lead in “The Outlaw.” I worked nine 
months making the movie—and spent three years doing 
publicity for it. 

I was photographed right side up, upside down, 
sideways—from every angle. The very first week | 
started to work, they took hundreds of pictures of me, 
most of them looking clear down my neck. 

I thought it was ridiculous. I hated it. But 19-year- 
old kids don’t stamp their feet and say “no” to people 
like Howard Hughes, who was producing the picture, 
or Russell Birdwell, the nationally famous public re- 
lations man, who dreamed up the publicity campaign. 

To them, I was just a can of tomatoes—and they 
put the sex label on me so they'd sell more “tomatoes” 
than anybody else. 

As a matter of fact, I'd always been terribly shy 
about my figure. As a kid I was skinny—my nickname, 
believe it or not, was “Bones”! Until I was 17, I 
wouldn't wear short-sleeved blouses or shorts. I prac- 
tically died every time I had to get into a bathing suit. 

I was such a tomboy because I was the only girl in 
a family of boys. There was Billy, born before me, 
who died when he. was only 15 months old. After 
me came Tommy, Kenny, Jamie and Wally. 

These days, I look at all those sexy pictures of me 
and wonder what people would think if they knew 
that the biggest kick I used to get out of life was 
digging a tunnel or tossing a football. 

Believe it or not, one of my favorite sports was a 
fiendish game called “Playing Dead.” We kids would 
lie out in the road, all crumpled up. When a car 
would come screeching to a stop, we'd dash into the 
Orange groves and hide, laughing like mad while the 
poor driver looked for the “dead body.” 

I had a wonderful childhood. I guess the way people

HIS MIGHT happen at any airport in the 

United States a few years from now. 

You have just gone aboard and 

taken your seat for your first ride in 

a jet transport. When the door closes, the 
plane moves forward. 

“What's happening? The engines haven't 
even started,” you exclaim. 

Your seat companion, an old hand at jet 
travel, says, “Oh, they won't wind ‘em up 
until we get on the cat. They're towing us 
out there now.” 

“What do you mean—cat?” you ask. 

“That's the catapult,” your companion ex- 
plains. “They use it to slingshot the plane 
into the air. Jets don't accelerate very fast, 
and the thin, swept wings on a job like this 
don't have much lift.

The plane rolls for about 1,500 feet, and 
then you watch the ground falling rapidly 
away. In a minute's time, the city disappears. 
Two hours later you are coming in for a 
landing at your destination — 1,200 miles 
away! 


Arresting Wires 


S THE plane circles, you see a series of 
A wire cables stretched across the runway. 
Your well-traveled companion explains 
the wires are connected to arresting engines. 
A hook on the bottom of your plane will catch 
one of these wires. The engines will then let 
the wire play out and exert just enough force 
to slow the plane down in a tenth of the 
ordinary distance. 

The plane touches down, and you are 
stopped in a few seconds. “Well, that wasn't 
bad,” you say, “No more jar than youd get 
on a subway train.” 

Now I can't promise this will happen to 
you. It is certain, however, that civil aviation

1. SPACE: Runways at most U.S. airports 
aren't long enough now. They average be- 
tween 5,000 and 7,000 feet. But military 
fields for jets are being built with runways 
from 12,000 to 14,000 feet. Result: your jet 
will have to be handled in less space or civilian 
airfields must be relocated at enormous ex- 
pense and even farther away from the cities 
they serve. 

2. NOISE: Wherever you have powerful 
jets, you will have a lot of noise. By using 
the catapult, you can cut this somewhat but 
not entirely. 


Planes and Pilots Saved 


UT, believe me, people who live near air- 
ports handling jets will be grateful for 
any noise abatement. 

3. SAFETY: The Air Force in Korea 
learned that most jet accidents occurred on 
landings and take-offs when fast planes over- 
shot the runway. An arresting device saved 
10 planes and pilots in less than two months. 

That's why I think air transport of the 
future will have a Navy look. We've been 
learning how to handle jets on carriers which 
aren't any bigger than bobbing postage stamps 
from the air. 

Already we hurl fighters into the air in a 
distance of 175 feet and stop an airplane 
landing at 135 miles an hour in less than 
120 feet. 

Soon we'll be operating a multi-jet heavy 
attack plane from carriers. 

The chief difference between this and to- 
morrow’s transports will be the pay load. 
Instead of atom bombs or aerial mines, the 
transport will be carrying 80 or 100 people 
who want to go from New York to San 
Francisco in less than five hours.

N A FEW cases, “very large” tumors have been made . 
| to disappear at least temporarily. 
The Montefiore physicians emphasized that the 

bomb is not the cure for cancer and that it is best used 
only in certain selected cases. 

It is a valuable new tool in the fight against the 
disease, not a solution to it. 

The bomb itself (real name: Cobalt 60 Beam FL 
Therapy Unit) is a simple looking device (see left) in 
which there is a radioactive cobalt cylinder, one-inch 
across and one half-inch high.

Besides the case of the “baseball-sized” tumor, 
there have been equally dramatic findings. 

In one patient, a tumor the size of a man’s fist was 
reduced markedly. 

Another patient, a woman in her 50's, had a tumor 
in her neck. She found it very hard to breathe. 

Following a series of treatments, the tumor was 
reduced sharply and her breathing became consid- 
erably improved. She had a tumor in her pharynx. 

In still another case, a man suffering great pain 
from a tumor was helped. The tumor was reduced 
and the pain relieved. 

Even in some so-called “late cases,” bomb treat- 
ment has shown some beneficial results. 

One authority at the hospital said that while the 
bomb produced some “surprising” results, it has failed 
in other cases. 

There have been cases in which tumors have re- 


appeared after treatment.And while gamma rays can 
destroy cancer tissue in some cases, in others these rays 
cannot. 

The question of how much treatment a patient can 
take safely is very carefully considered in each case. 
To date, there have been no skin burns similar to those 
which have occurred in some X-ray-treated cases. 


3-D Pictures Help 


EFORE a patient is treated, elaborate technical 
material is compiled by doctors and physicists. 
X-rays are taken from many angles to pro- 
vide a sort of 3-dimensional picture of the patient's 
tumor. 
If it is felt that the patient will benefit most from 
the rays by sitting stationary in a chair, a plaster cast 
is made for him. The cast covers the part of his body

which is treated. 

On the cast, the “port” of entry of the atomic beam 
is clearly marked out (in red crayon). And the patient 
is kept perfectly still during the treatment. If he moves, 
the machine is stopped immediately so “healthy” parts 
of him will not be exposed to the beam. 

If the patient can benefit most by receiving the 
rays from many angles, he is placed in a rotating chair, 
As he is turned slowly, the rays strike his tumor from 
different sides.
